23.—Regulation« 
for drafting 
the new 
regular army, 
now awaiting President Wilson's ap- 
proval, contain 
provision 
for every 
step in the great undertaking, except 
the actual method of the draft itself. 
No official 
announcement 
has 
been 
made and official confirmation is be- 
ing withheld, but it has been stated 
and generally is accepted here as true, 
that the federal government itself will 
do the 
drafting, 
probably 
here in 
Washington, so there will be no op- 
portunity for local favoritism, politi- 
cal or otherwise. 


As the regulations stand now, every 
registered man has a number. 
Tho 
numbers will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington and the drawing will be entire- 
ly by number. 
The identity of 
the 
numbered 
men will be unknown 
to 
those in charge of the draft machin- 
ery and can be established only by 
comparing a number with a printed 
list in the man's home district. 


As the numbers are drawn, they will 
be telegraphed to the home districts, 
where the registered men will learn if 
they have 
been 
drafted. 
Then the 
question-of 
exemption will come up 
and this will 
go 
before 
the local 
boards. 
If a m a n is exempted, 
the 
man bearing the number which wa.5 
drawn next in order will take his place 
and so on. 
In this way all those avail- 
able for service out of the ten million 
who registered will be made ready for 
the country's call, and from them thd 
first increment of 625,000 will be as- 
sembled. 
The others will be called as 
the need develop» as the war goes on. 
Plenty of time will be given for draft- 
ed men to arrange their personal af- 
fairs^ and 
report to the 
cantonment 
camps. 
It is hoped to have them all 
in training by Sept. 1 or very soon 
thereafter.

county auditor, "and the first married 
woman was Mrs. Frank Raber, of the 
northeast 
precinct, 
Columbia 
City. 
About forty people, including seven 
women, registered Friday.

The rubbish heap had 
probably smouldered for some" time 
before fire broke out. Firemen put 
out the fire by the use . of chemicals.

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VICTORY IN THE SKIES. 


To the world America gave the submarine 
and the aeroplane. 
Germany has taken the 
one and carried it to such development as to 
make it the major instrument of her fright- 
fulness and solitary hope of the triumph-her 
stupendous ambition for world dominion. 
I'rance and Great Britain have taken the oth- 
er and advanced it to an importance that in- 
vests the main reliance of the free nations of 
the earth against the mad designs of Prus- 
sianism to extirpate democracy. 


To America, whence came these tremendous 
weapons of modern warfare, the free world 
looks with hope and the German imperialists 
with fear for the sign that answer to the one 
and the supreme development of the other are 
to be vouchsafed. 
The submarine Franken- 
stein, of American genius may not be destroy- 
ed by the inventive talent that created it, but 
t)iere is no question as to the development of 
the airplane power of the allies by American 
aid. 
That is a question of money only—of 
money and the superlative energy to employ 
it. The money can be furnished by congress, 
if congress can be spurned to action, and 
American manufactories can produce the fly- 
ing machines by thousands. 


All the great military authorities here and 
abroad are agreed that the battleground of 
democratic victory lies in the blue fields of the 
sky. 
The creation without delay of mighty 
aerial fleets of planes by tens of thousands 
will give America and her allies the means of 
an early and decisive victory over the armies 
of the central powers and at the same time— 
as Admiral Robert E. Peary asserts—afford 
the most effectual weapon that can be devised 
for dealing with the submarine menace. The 
allies have been and are yet superior in the 
air. That supremacy should not only not be 
lost but should be infinitely advanced. It is 
in the power of the United States to do this. 
A billion dollars and the establishment of 
schools for the training of a mighty corps of 
airmen make up the answers to the problem. 


A billion dollars is much money. Yet it is 
no great sum to put into this war. 
Already 
we have provided for expenditures of seven 
billions. 
The seventli part of that will be a 
trifle compared with the tremendous results 
the highest military authorities agree will 
come from the employment of such a sum in 
the creation of great aerial fleets and the 
training of men for war in the skies. If a bil 
lion dollars or five billion dollars put into air- 
planes and air fighters will win this war that 
is the way to use one billion or five billions. 


Victory in the air means a stupendous sal- 
vage of men on the ground. It means a short- 
ening of the war, the saving of vast treasure, 
the more complete establishment of a peace 
in which the world may feel itself secure. 


It is up to the congress of the United States. 
How long will congress feel under compulsion 
to debate it? How much time will the subtle 
war strategists of house and senate consider 
they should fairly require to pick this military 
scheme to pieces and fashion it anew ? 


No one can say. It will be long enough, we 
all know. 


FIRST SWEEPING VICTORY. 


Details of the initial drive against the first 
victory over Prussian militarism are complete. 
, To the number, of more than four millions 
Anxerican patriots joined in this mighty 
charge against the gates.of the spoilers. They 
have oversubscribed the Liberty 
Loan 
by 
mote than a billion dollars. The government 
asked the people to lend the nation two bil- 
lions. 
The people have made answer by of- 
fering- to lend three billions. 


This is the first war loan. It might have 
"been expected—no doubt was expected—to go 
as the first war loans went in Great Britain 
an4 in Germany, where the great financial in- 
terests and the wealthy classes took the bulk 
of bonds offered. Nothing of the sort waç re- 
peated in the United States. The first loan 


has been a popular loan. J t has been over- 
subscribed more than 50 per cent. 
Above 
three and one-half millions of subscribers took 
the small bonds. The money with which the 
government finances the outset of the war has 
been lent it by the mass of the people. 


That is a great victory. 
It gives a sure 
token for the spirit with which the country 
is entering the conflict. It answers the sneers 
and the contempt of the Prussian military 
party that has professed to believe and cer- 
tainly has held to the fatuous hope that Amer- 
ica was too sordid and Americans too spirit- 
less for a war out of which no material gains 
were sought or could be acceptable. It puts 
down now and finally the aspersion that Amer- 
ica will not fight. It puts up now and to stay 
the declaration that America-in good cause 
will fight. 


In no country in any age Have the body of 
the people come so spontaneously and gen- 
erously to the support of their government 
with their money at the outset of the war. The 
Liberty Loan has been the people's declaration 
of war and their consecration to the aims of 
the war. 
America is going into this thing 
with all her strength and all her soul. It may 
be a prolonged, 
obstinate 
and 
staggering 
struggle, but there is heart for it and all its 
sacrifices. 


NOW PUT IT WAY OVER, 


This is the last full day of the Bed Cross 
mercy drive. There will be all of Sunday, of 
course, and giving without waiting to be so- 
licited will be a performance well comporting 
with all the righteousj^ess of the day. At noon 
on Monday the campaign will be brought to 
a close. 


Fort Wayne has now so closely proximated 
the apportionment made for her that the end 
of this day ought to see that goal attained. 
But there is no reason to abate the labor of 
getting or to slack in the duty of giving. 
It 
will be a good thing to say of ourselves and 
to have it said of us by others that Fort "Wayne 
was one of the cities which didn't like the lim- 
it and boosted it. Eighty thousand dollars is 
a good deal of money to pick up in this city 
in which during the past year or two a great 
many hundreds of thousands have been given 
freely to one cause or another. But the Red 
Cross claim in this emergency comes with a 
force and persistence that only money can 
answer. 


Many cities already have 
oversubscribed 
their allotments of the Red Cross fund. Let 
it be noted that among these is the Indiana 
city of Gary, that American Babel whose pop- 
ulation comes from all the earth. If the alien 
born of Gary can make such response to the 
Red Cross appeal, Fort Wayne's population, 
for the most part native born, will hardly in- 
vite comparisons by doing less. 
We do not 
believe the native-born citizen will be inclined 
to set up defenses about his money of any 
such sort as that the alien in Gary has more 
and better reasons to come to the aid of his 
adopted country than others have to support 
their own natural mother. 


It will be a fine thing to put Fort Wayne's 
subscription way over and make it the city's 
claim to 'a place in the high roll of honor. 
There has been and there will be no stronger 
appeal for generosity and patriotism than 
this call from the Red Cross unless it should 
be another like it. 


MAYBE IT IS SATISFACTORY. 


Food costs more in the United States than 
it does in England or Germany. 


The foodstuffs raised here get to the con- 
sumers in those countries at lower prices than 
they go on to the tables of Americans who re- 
side in the midst of the fields and gardens, 
pastures and ranges from which come the 
meat, vegetables and grain upon which they 
subsist. 


Germany has a very stringent measure o£ 
food control and England has a measure that 
is effectual, even if less stringent. 
The only 
measure of control established and adminis- 
lered in the United States is that imposed by 
the speculators, gamblers and price-fixers. 
These conspirators have given us very con- 
vincing examples %f the possibilities of regu- 
lating supplies and prices. 


Congress is asked to transfer food control 
and price-fixing from the gamblers to the gov- 
ernment. Do you think that will be a very bad 
change for you, Mr. and Mrs. Consumer ? Do 
you think it will fatally dislocate things and 
send us all to eating grass like Nebuchadnez- 
zar? 


If you haven't done any thinking about it, 
it mT^ht be well to give it a moment of thought 
and let congress in some way know what yon 
think. Or, maybe prices and supplies are sat- 
is factory to you. If so, very well. 


If congress had sooner realized and appre- 
ciated what a variety of occasions the war 
would provide for much talking there would 
have been no liostility to the declaration and 
no delay of making it. It is a continuous field 
day with almost everybody entered. 


Roumania has come over to enter the coun- 
cil and get strength for the war. . Even Mex- 
ico begins to feel like joining us. That' Lib- 
erty Loan and more in sight has hftd a very 
pleasant effect below the Bio Orajiid«.

Pacifism appears to have gotten in 
bad. 
For many months it has been 
the dumping ground of the combined 
and concentrated slag and filth of the 
nation. 
When the melting pot bubbled 
over the edges the mess ran down into 
the cool green meadows of pacifism 
and was absorbed—but the meadows 
suffered. 
All the intelligent slackers 
(if a slacker may De considered in- 
telligent) ran 
pell 
mell 
for 
cover, 
urged on by the cowardice that aims 
at 
the protection 
of 
the 
individual 
and personal hide at any cost to the 
welfare of the whole. 


The slackers were followed in their 
race to safety by the anarchists. 
And 
the anarchists were followed by all the 
thieves and beggars and traitors of all 
the parties in the nation. 
Men who 
did not care to fight that liberty might 
be forever established in the world— 
men whose only idea of 
democracy 
was the selfish interest that democ- 
racy cared nothing for the protection 
of womanhood, and who would wit- 
ness without objection the violation of 
a vestal virgin—leaped for the protec- 
tion of pacifism. 


Then, just about this time, the art- 
ful 
demagogue 
and 
the 
cunning 
slaves of Pottsdam, noticed the rare 
opportunity to utilize pacific principle 
for personal and vicious purpose. 
The 
entire German propaganda was level- 
ed for a time though pacifism's dear- 
est 
advocates—largely, 
of 
course, 


self, once took a scourge in hand when 
it was better to scourge than to pray. 


The great thing naeded in pacifism 
was the sense of unity. 
And without 
the sense of unity no proposed princi- 
ple in science, religion, or state, can 
ever be made safe for the service of 
humanity. 
It is only the sense of unity 
that will enable any force, ab.stract or 
practical, to make itself felt in the 
world. 
The old Platonic idea 
that 
there is no strong dividing line between 
\'ice and cirtue except quantity was a 
good one. 
Undeveloped virtue is a 
vice; virtue in excess is also a vice. 
The golden mean between the two is 
virtue and safety. 
Take a 
common 
illustration—cowardice 
on 
one 
side, 
and recklessness on the other. 
Cour- 
age is the exact mean between the two. 
Everything in excess is wrong, whether 
in defect or in surplusage; 
perfect 
equilibrium alone is virtue. 
And the 
sense of unity in paciflism was neces- 
sary to save that principle for the use 
of the nation. 
There was no one wige 
enough among all the wise pacifists to 
do this—preserve the sense of poetic 
(and practical) unity. 


Now, out of this thought arises an- 
other. 
Were the true and loyal pacif- 
ists 
merely 
catspaws 
to 
the 
main 
offenders who used the principle to 
bring reproach upon the nation and to 
confuse the minds of the average citi- 
zen? 
Partially is this so. 
Undoubtedly 
there were many who would have re- 
fused at the first to say that 
peace 
and non-resistance is always a virtue. 
Probably there were many who would 


most urgent need 
of. 
While 
other 
manufacturing lines may be paralyzed 
at times for lack of cars, the Gary 
mills must have a preference to serve 
the government's needs.

Even pacifism, as an abstract principle 
working in the direction of concrete

mass of its adherents were 
blinded 
and bewildered to that extent that no 
free action in respect to the dictates 
of simple reason was possible. 


Pacifism could be defiled—armies of 
insane 
men 
could 
use 
a 
perfectly 
noble principle for the purpose of in- 
dividual 
selfishness. 
Treason 
could 
flourish 
under an instance that invok- 
ed peace at any price. 
Men standing 
high In the world's councils; men of 
Intelligence beyond the common; lead- 
ers in thought who had always been 
recognized for clarity of 
conception 
and sure vision suddenly began 
the 
advocacy 
of 
pacific 
ideas 
which 
proved that they were either poorly in- 
formed as to international possibilities, 
or utterly unable to advise upon the 
subject of national defense. 
Men who 
had had every opportunity to know of 
the 
duplicity of nations across 
the 
ocean; men who had lived in close 
touch with the world's greatest diplo- 
mats had no wiser knowledge of the 
needs and 
possiblitles of 
defending 
our country than 
the 
old-fashioned 
patriot who believed that 
an 
army 
could be raised, trained and equipped 
In twenty-four hours. 
Thus, perfect- 
ly loyal citizens of the United States 
used a great and holy 
principle 
In 
such a way that all the fear, viclous- 
ness and selfish cowardice of a nation 
could h.'de behind It. 


It Is little wonder that the people 
who knew what was going on felt noth- 
ing but contempt for those who en- 
rolled themselves under 
the 
ample 
banner 
of 
paclflsip. 
Clear-visioned 
folk must Invariably and 
Inevitably 
think less of certain well-known peo- 
ple who have flaunted the doctrirte of 
non-resistance, 
feeling that If 
with 
facts at their disposal they were so 
easily glamoured > upon one subject, 
they mitht quite as easily be halluci- 
nated upon other subjects. And so the 
t r e a t play went on, until It would seem 
ttaatth« gTMiiMt v p o i i M t « of paelium 


security 
if 
they 
could 
have ' been 
brought to see that there are nations 
who can not at the present time be 
ruled by love. 
Undoubtedly pacifists 
are human beings, and under the same 
stress of mental law that governs the 
rest of us. 
It may well be that they 
were stuplfied and deluded largely be- 
cause they measured brute force "and 
brute law in the world by their own 
spiritual progress. 
Their large sin was 
that they did not quickly enough see 
that the principle they loved was be- 
ing used as a blind and themselves as 
tools. 


We are all hungry for peace—even 
those of us who were first to advocate 
preparedness. 
When some of us in- 
sisted In 1914 that we ought immedi- 
ately prepare for possible future trou- 
ble we were condemned by many peo- 
ple of pacific tendencies. 
We wanted 
peace as much as our friends wanted 
It—but we wanted the world 
made 
safe for it first. 


So pacifism must learn by a rather 
bitter lesson that there is a time to 
use the scourge, and that when that 
time arrives the music of the Chautau- 
qua groves must be still. Not doubting 
the excellent purposes of many of the 
leaders of the movement, we must still 
consider them foolish at a time when 
the world had every reason to expect 
them to be able to live up to their 
highest possibilities.

Carl W. Ackerman Analyzes the Situation and Shows How German People are Hoodwinked by 
Democratic Propaganda While Imperial Government Is ''On the Fence," Refusing to State 
Terms. By Winning War, Big Interests Will Annex Belgium. Continuance of Power of 
Present Governmemt Will Block All Peace Moves.

Every big shop in Berlin has a map 
of Europe in the show window, peo- 
ple look at these maps every day. They 
are proud of them. 
They show the 
German armies "far in enemy terri- 
tory." 
Most of Belgium, eight pro- 
vinces of northern France, Poland and 
a section of Russia, Rumania, Servia, 
Montenegro and Albania are occupied 
by German troops. 
Austria-Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Turkey are designated, 
also, as being under the imperial Ger- 
man general staff. Vienna, Sofia and 
Constantinople -can do nothing mili- 
tarily or politically without the kaiser's 
authority. 
Fast 
trains run 
hourly 
from Liille, France, to Warsaw and 
Wilna, Russia. 
T%vioe a week 
the 
Balkanzug goes from Berlin to the 
Porte and returns. 


The map of 
Germany, which we 
studied in school, is not the chart of 
Germany 
today. 
Deutschland 
has 
grown. 
Germany today is a militai-y 
organization stretching from Helgo- 
land to the Dardanelles and from the 
Hindenburg line in the west to the 
front from Riga bay to the Black 
Eea. 


"Germany 
has been 
victorious!" 
That is the verdict of nearly every 
German. 
"The war is won. We must 
hold out." 
That is what they say in 
the land of our enemy. 
And, if you 
take Issue with them, if you point out 
that they have lost their colonies, their 
^orld trade, their international stand- 
ing as a nation and a race, they shrug 
iheir shoulders and reply: 
, 


"We will get all that back when the 
war is over." 


But should you ask them what they 
ere going to do with the territory they 
occupy, you touch the national war 
nerve. 
That is the issue which di- 
vides German public opinion. 
That 
Is 
the imperial 
conundrum. 
Ger- 
many, as a nation and as a people, 
floes not know what will be done with 
the conquered territory. 


President Wilson stated on April 2 
that we are officially at war with the 
Imperial German government, but it 
is obvious that we cannot defeat the 
kaiser without fighting German sol- 
diers. 
When our 
troops 
leave the 
trenches in France, they will encoun- 
ter, bayonet to bayonet, the kaiser's 
Bubjects. 
Then we shall be at war, 
unofficially but actually, with the Ger- 
man people. For all practical military 
purposes 
the 
American 
people, 
through the army, will be attacking 
the German people through von Hin- 
denburg's army. 
At the very begin- 
ning. this will be a people's war. 
We 
will be fighting some of these people 
who stand before the shop windows of 
Berlin and count conquered territory 
as a gambler counts his chips. 
The 
new map of Germany shows that it 
pays to fight. 


Confusion as to Causes of War. 
Traveling through some parts of the 
United States since my return from 
Germany. I find many people asking 
whether it is possible for us to fight 
the kaiser. Some Americans, and they 
are not all hyphenated, especially in 
the middle west, believe the kaiser Is 
the same as his people. 
There seems 
to be an Impression that we cannot ac- 
oompllsh our purpose in entering the 
war; that we cannot make democracy 
safe. 
I found in Indiana and Illinois 
people who believed 
that Germany 
could never be defeated. Some stated 
our entrance on the side of the en- 
tente was really to give us a voice at 
the peace conference. 
While Ameri- 
cans will admit that the extension of 
German ruthlessness to the high seas 
dragged us unwillingly into the Euro- 
pean maelsp-om of shells, poison and 
blood, still they do not understand 
how, by declaring war, we can ^lielp 
free the German people from their 
imperial government. 
Now that we 
are an ally, we want to know, says the 
public, what is the attitude of the 
German' people. 
We want to know 
what they are thinking 
and talking 
about. 
We want to know whether by 
fighting 
these people 
we can defeat 
the kaiser. 


When President Wilson told con- 
gress that "we have no quarrel with 
the German people," and that "we 
are glad 
• 
• 
• to light for the ulti- 
mate peace of the world and for the 
liberation of its peoples, the German 
people Included," he was not reflecting 
purely 
American opinions. 
Neither 
was he expressing a Wllsonian ideal. 
It was the statement of a fact sug- 
gested by German citizens themselves. 
In Germany and in Swlt«erland. sev- 
eral 
Germans 
asked 
Ambassador 
James W| Gerard, after our diplomatic 
relations had been broken, to request 
Mr. Wilson, In case congress declared 
war, to draw a distinction between the 
kaiser and the people: between that 
system of government and democracy. 
They declared that If the president 
would do this, he would aid the demo- 
cratic movement In Germany and give 
the people to understand that they 
could have "peace whenever they ruled 
themselves; whenever they had the 
power to determine their own foreign 
policies and their peace terms.

Somme to Verdun and from Russia 
to Rumania. 
At first it appeared to 
me as if there was no difference be- 
tween the government and the public, 
but, during the past eighteen months, 
there has been a decided change in in- 
ternal conditions and public sentiment. 
The Fatherland is divided. 
Although 
it still fights "as one man," it does not 
think "as one man." There is a pow- 
erful, liberal people's movement and 
there is a rich, Pan-German autoc- 
racy. The socialists are the real lead- 
ers of the former and the agrarians, 
the annexationists, the nobles and the 
industrial leaders are supporting the 
latter. 


The kaiser. Field Marshal von Hfn- 
denburg. Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg and the government are "on 
the fence." 
They are dickering for 
time and for military success. 
They 
are placating the people when circum- 
stances demand it, and when they can 
do so without antagonizing the extrem- 
ists. 
The leaders side with the Pan- 
Germans when they can do so without 
arousing 
the socialists. 
They 
are 
playing 
a "waiting game." 
If the 
kaiser wins the war, he can fulfill the 
extravagant 
expectations 
of 
the 
wealthy supporters of the monarchy 
and satisfy the people, too, because ^ 
they would like to win. 
If the war is 
lost, or if it must be compromised, 
then the government can promise the 
people reforms and the landed inter- 
ests and the nobles will not be in a 
position to object, because they will 
not have the power. 
By being "neu- 
tral" now, the government will be able 
to side with whatever 
party is the 
stronger when peace comes. 
Imperial Government Satlsflod Both 
Sides. 


Liberalism and autocracy have been 
mobilizing their forces in Germany for 
nearly two years. The first great clash 
came last December, when the social- 
ists demanded peace; when the mili- 
tarists clamored for unrestricted sub- 
marine war. The government satisfied 
both by making a sham peace pro- 
posal first, and then by declaring a 
submarine blockade zone about allied 
coasts. 
Next to 
peace the 
people 
wanted U-boat war because they be- 
Ueved it would HASTEN pcace. 


Recently there was another period 
of social unrest, and the government 
had to compromise by permitting the 
reichstag to appoint a committee to 
revise the constitution. 
Herr Philip 
Scheidemann, leader of the majority 
socialist party, was named chairman. 
The socialists will be satisfied for a 
time to fiddle with constitutional re- 
form while the nation burns, but there 
will be other pei'iods of popular dis- 
content as the war goes on and as our 
strength develops. 
The emperor has 
promised election reforms after the 
war, knowing that, if he loses, he will 
have to keep his promises, but that, 
if he wins, it will not be necessary to 
do so. Meanwhile flirtations with Rus- 
sia with a separate peace possibility 
make the people believe the "ultimate 
victory," they have been promised, is 
nearing. 


I stated at the beginning that this 
was a war between peoples as far as 
military operations are concerned. But 
It Is more than that. 
It Is a fight be- 
tween informed, free citizens of great 
democracies and misinformed subjects 
of a powerful military organization. 
From time to time the Germans have 
had visions of their government's de- 
ceit, but the officials, through an In- 
human censorship, mold political opin- 
ion at will. The censorship is a cure- 
all for political discontent. 
Late last 
December Consul von Haeften, one of 
the directors of the food propaganda 
department, called 
together neutral 
correspondents In Berlin and informed 
them that he had prepared statem^ts 
about food 
conditions In 
Germany 
which he believed would Interest them. 
Then, he added, these were written 
for the German press, and that they 
should not be followed literally, if tele- 
graphed to foreign countries, because 
"naturally we have to make the best 
possible statement for our own peo- 
ple." 
That la the way the govern- 
ment leads the public. 
What a tre- 
mendous contrast with the reports In 
our own newspapers about food short- 
age and the danger of an International 
allied famine. 


When I departed from Germany a 
few months ago, the people were talk- 
fng about peace. They said they were 
praying tor peaoe. They ifid tHaf were 
lighting for peace. I recall going into 
* groeoxy «n« «vening, in ratouaiy Md 


expressing: my surprise when the old 
woman in charge told 
me she had 
nothing but oranges, lemons, cooking 
apples, spinach, a black root, which is 
now eaten as a vegetable, and crows. 
(Crows were for sale all through the 
winter for meat.) 


People Want Peace. 


"Wann kommt 
die Friede?" she 
asked resignedly. 


That is what all 
the people ask. 
"When will we have peace?" 
But one 
does not hear this question 
among 
army officers, in the navy, at the foj-r 
eign office or in the great industrial 
centers. 
Men, whose business it is to 
fight; merchants, whose daily life is 
to make money out of war, do not 
think about peace, excpt a "German 
peace." 
On Germany's part, this is a 
war of Big Business and the Kaiser. 
Throughout Belgium, Germany's big 
Industrial 
leaders 
have 
confiscated 
factories, building lots, stores, farms, 
mines and everything 
else, hoping 
that, when peace comes, they can re- 
tain them. 
In Brussels, a friend of 
the kaiser has built a large newspaper 
plant with the expectation of starting 
a German newspaper there after the 
war. He knows there must be a trum- 
pet to popularize the conqueror If he 
is to stay. 


German 
shipping 
interests 
have 
their 
eyes 
on 
Antwerp. 
Belgium 
means nothing to them without this 
port. German overseas commerce can 
hardly be rebuilt without this harbor. 
Germany will never be able again to 
threaten England's trade and world 
position without a permanent hold on 
the Belgian coast. 
The future power 
of the imperial government, as a mili- 
tary organization too, depends upon 
Belgium. 
That is the reason no neu- 
tral country before the' United States 
broke diplomatic relations could ob- 
ta'in a statement from the German gov- 
ernment that it did not expect Belgian 
annexation, Belgian 
subjugation or 
some form of Belgian occupation. As 
long as the kaiser holds tiiis country, 
he will not talk of peace without some 
form of ddftilnion over Belgium. 


But the German people do not know 
this. 
The government gives the im- 
pression to the socialists that it is op- 
posed to annexation, but the Pan-Ger- 
mans know that if they win the war, 
they can annex at will, despite the peo- 
ple, neutrals and 
the whole world. 
Might makes annexation possible. 


Scheidemann and the people are op- 
posed to annexation. 
They are fight- 
ing to compel 
the kaiser 
to state, 
through the chancellor, what his at- 
titude is, because the kaiser is supreme 
in war and peace under the present 
constitution. 
But every 
time 
the 
liberals and socialists marshal their 
forces In the reichstag, or whenever 
they demand a discussion of peace 
terms in the press, the general staff 
objects. 
Germany is under 
martial 
law, which means that peace aims 


cannot be discussed if they are likely 
to Injure military operations. 
And a 
free debate might cripple von Hln- 
denburg's plans 
because the people 
might refuse to fight to conquer. 
The 
chancellor cannot discuss precise terms 
because he 
knows that, 
if he an- 
nounces aims to suit the public, he 
will antagonize the wealthy and in- 
fluential supporters of the monarchy. 
If he states that he favors Belgian 
annexation or Belgian occupation, he 
will be criticised by the people, and 
they must be kept 
satisfied at all 
costs. 


The German people today are sup- 
porting Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
because they believe he is waging a 
"defensive war." 
Our allies have not 
been successful in convincing the Ger- 
man people otherwise. 
Had the Ger- 
man government really desired peace 
last December, 
I believe 
the allies 
would have made peace, but only on 
the condition that Germany was not 
the conqueror. 
When serious-minded 
Germans demand the retention of any 
part of Belgium, they are acting as 
conquerors, but. as long as they oc- 
cupy Belgium, they will feel and act 
as victors. 
They will deport women 
and children. 
They will 
confiscate 
and destroy property. 
They will en- 
slave the subjects. 
Brussels will be a 
conquered capital at the mercy of the 
military government until it is recap- 
tured or until the German people are 
made to realize that they are 
fighting 
—not to defend the country, but to 
make the kaiser a conquering hero. 
The emperor is not ambitious to be 
plain William of Germany. 
Ho wants 
to be Wllhelm the Konquerer of this 
generation. 


A year ago (June 21) the Frank- 
forter Zeitung printed in two leading 
columns, on 
page one, 
an article 
headed, "Antwerp and German Eco- 
nomics." by Herr 
Ulrich Rauscher. 
This newspaper is the most Influential 
one within the central powers. 
It is 
independent in politics during the war. 
It is not a propagandist for any gov- 
ernmental 
department or 
political 
clique. 
It is a serious journal which 
Texpresses the thought and aspirations 
of the business world. 
In this article, 
which I brought to the United States 
with me, Herr Rauscher states that 
Antwerp must be retained by Germany 
because "for importing and exporting 
it is necessary, but, above all. as a 
basis for our merchant marine." 
The 
author adds that Antwerp must be 
considered the "eastern outlet" for 
German industries and that "future 
necessities must be secured now"— 
dnrlng the war. 
He points out that, 
next to Rotterdam (which the Ger- 
mans can't get In this war), Antwerp 
Is the most Important port on the con- 
tinent. It is the natural outlet for in- 
dustries along the Rhine. 


The Rhine valley is Germany's com- 
mercial artery. 
Its future means the 


future of German foreign trade. 
Big 
Business 
in 
Cologne, 
Dusseldorf, 
Mannheim, Muelheim, Hamborn and 
Frankfort realize that when the war 
is over. If they have to send their ex- 
ports to Hamburg and Bremen, they 
will not be able to compete with the 
rest of the world any more than they 
could before the war, and that did not 
satisfy. 
But, if they can have Ant- 
werp, the future of their international 
trade is secure. 
Rauscher 
presents 
figures to show that, if Germany can 
retain this city, 
her manufactured 
goods can be shipped' cheaper to the 
United States and South America and 
other ports of the world than if.they 
are sent from German ports. 
Ant- 
werp is a business proposition. 
It is 
In the kaiser's hands, and it must re- 
main there. 


Prepare to Control Antwerp. 


Last October, I toured the 
Rhine 
valley. In ^ddition to submarine war, 
the two things business leaders dls- 
cuss'ed were the invasion of Belgium 
and the possibilities of annexation. Re- 
garding the Invasion, they said that 
if they had not seized and conquered 
Belgium at the eginnlng that France 
might have invaded the Rhine valley 
and crippled Germany. 
Without the 
Rhine, 
the 
German 
war 
machine 
would be 
like an 
engine without 
steam. For the future the same argu- 
ment holds true, they said. 
If com- 
mercial Germany does not control Ant- 
werp, it 
is lost. 
Cold-blooded war 
business demands it. 
Since the win- 
ter of 1915, German soldiers have been 
employed at Antwerp to rebuild de- 
stroyed docks 
and to 
raise sunken 
ships. 
A new bridge has been built 
over the Scheldt, 
The kaiser and the 
army have used their soldiers to pre- 
pare this city for their future occupa- 
tion, They have tried to make it Ger- 
man. 
Hamburg and Bremen 
ship 
companies have extended their docks 
and selected the best 
ship building 
sites. 
Harbor property has been con- 
fiscated. 
Antwerp 
has been 
made 
ready for German commercial war. 


If the kaiser can end present hostili-, 
ties with Antwerp and Constantinople 
under his heel Germany will be the 
greatest power in the eaestern hemis- 
phere. 
But, If the emperor had to 
announce that he did not expect to 
keep Antwerp, the business Interests, 
which 
manufacture 
wra 
materials 
would refuse further support unless 
they saw that the Teutonic cause was 
utterly lost. 
If he states that he will 
annex Antwerp and a part of Belgium, 
the people will become restive. 
So he 
says nothing. 
He makes the people 
believe they are 
fighting 
to defend 
Germany. 
He continues the war be- 
lieving that if he is strong enough to 
win he can annex all of Belgium and 
France if he desires. 


"We have won the war," he can tell 
the people. "We must have securities. 


OLD LIBERTY BELL RINGS ITS LAST APPEAL CALLING THE

The Liberty Bell was rung, probably for the 
last time, to 
help the 
. 
Liberty loan to success. 
The bell was struck with a golden hammer and 
the sound recorded in a phonograph. 
Telephone 
connections carried 
the 
notes to distant cities. 


So much German blood was sacrificed 
in Belgium that that country 
must 
pay." 


And, if the United States and the 
allies are not stronger than the kaiser, 
the German people may not complain. 
Meanwhile, the imperial government 
secures its hold on Constantinople and 
Hungary knowing that, if all annexa- 
tion east and west must be abandoned, 
Constantinople will be a German port 
and Hungary will be a rich field for 
Industrial development. 


We are at war to "make democracy 
safe," but democratic people •vvill not 
be safe as long as the ruler of a Euro- 
pean government can hoodwink his 
soldiers into a war of conquest under 
the guise of a "defensive war." 
As 
long as Emperor William is in the 
position where he can gamble German 
lives to pay German business, the rest 
of the world is not safe. As long as 
twelve million soldiers will kill their 
neighbors at one man's command, no 
nation is secure. 
As long as the Ger- 
man people support the emperor in 
this kind of war, the longer the war 
will last. As long as those soldiers do 
not realize they are fighting and dying 
to make the imperial government con- 
quer Europe and to make Big Business 
bigger, they are not different from the 
kaiser. 
By fighting such soldiers our 
troops are attacking the leaders. 


Submarine war was renewed ruth- 
lessly because the 
kaiser's military 
supporters and the Rhine valley want- 
ed it. 
They wanted to destroy all 
foreign shipping so that when the war 
was over German shipping might be 
on an equal footing with other powers. 
It was selfish business which demand- 
ed unrestricted U-boat warfare. 
But 
the German people were not given this 
explanation. 
They were told the sub- 
marines 
were 
defensive 
weapons 
which would end the war in Germany's 
favor this year. When the people sup- 
port the government blindly, they can- 
not avoid the consequences. 


Throughout this war, "the German 
government 
has 
outlawed 
itself. 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg ad- 
mitted that imperial Germany violated 
the neutrality of Belgium. 
Germany 
bombarded unfortified towns. 
Ger- 
many made definite promises to the 
United States not to sink ships with- 
out warning and then threw 
these 
promises to 
the 
high 
winds. 
The 
German government led the United 
States to believe that it was encour- 
aging the democratic 
movement in 
Germany and then smoothed it by de- 
claring 
an unrestricted 
submarine 
blockade of the allied coasts. 
Ger- 
many accused the American govern- 
ment of false neutrality by permitting 
supplies to be shipped to the allies 
and supplied Russia 
and Rumania 
herself. 


Russians Had German-Made Guns. 
When I traveled through Germany 
I heard the arguments of the govern- 
ment agents that the United States 
was unneutral, that President Wilson 
was a belligerent in spirit, if not in 
action. 
But, on two instances, I saw 
evidence that the German government 
did not practice what it preached by 
its anti-American propaganda. 
After 
the German invasion of Poland, I was 
invited, 
together 
with 
other 
cor- 
respondents. to go to the front near 
Wilna. 
At the former big fortress of 
Kovno. the German officers "lectured" 
us about "American arms and ammu- 
nition," but, as the 
correspondents 
made the rounds of the forts they 
found one thousand 
three hundred 
pieces of artillery and four hundred 
machine guns. 
With the exception of 
a few large Russian ship guns, every 
piece «of artillery and every machine 
gnn used In the defense of Kovno was 
munufncturcil in GERMANY. 


•When Krupp sold these war sup- 
plies to Russia, the German govern- 
ment knew that they would be used 
against German soldiers because there 
was no other power which could at- 
tack Russia from this direction, ex- 
cept Germany, 
But it was never ex- 
plained to the German people that 
their fathers, brothers, and relatives 
were being killed in Russia by ar- 
tillery "Made In Germany," 


Last December I spent three weeks 
In Rumania with the German armies. 
When I 
crossed the ..Transylvanlan 
Alps from Hungary Into Rumania, I 
found the only defense line In the 
Shurdus pass was defended by armor- 
ed turrets made in Magdeburg, Ger- 
many. 
Again, when 
I returned to 
Hungary through tha 
famous R«d 
Tifw«r pfWVi I f a w irttai «f han^y am 
» ^ « w M t i h t b « : 


left behind and nearly every shell bots« 
the German 
trade mark. 
Some of 
them were made as late as 191S. 


Certainly the German and Austrian 
governments knew that all ammuni- 
tion shipped Into Rumania would bo 
used against the central powers if Ru- 
mania ever declared war on the side 
of the allies. 
Some of this ammuni- 
tion was used by the Rumanians in 
their attempt to halt the German In- 
vasion, but the imperial German gov- 
ernment did not tell the German peo- 
ple or the Teutonic soldiers that am- 
munition made In Germany was be- 
ing used by the enemy to kill Ger- 
mans. 
It was always explained that 
the ammunition the allies used was 
made by America. 
This was one of 
the ways the German government de- 
ceived the people. 


At various times during the war, the 
German 
government 
has 
stated 
through the chancellor that any na- 
tion which did not read the handwrit- 
ing on the wall of democracy, would 
be 
doomed. 
Those 
phrases 
have 
sounded well to the German people, 
but every time the people, through 
their representatives in the reichstag, 
have demanded constitutional changes 
or election reforms the government 
has replied: 


"Wait until the war ends!" 
The 
government knows, if It can prevent 
democracy In Germany during 
tha 
war. It will not be necessary to hava 
democracy after war. If the 
kaiser 
wins, because, as the ruler of central 
Europe, he-will be able to dominate 
not only that nation, but the whole 
world. 
The Propaganda of Democratic Bluff. 


Today the German government Is 
maneuvering to give the impression 
to the 
outside world that it favors 
liberalism in Germany, 
The kaiser 
and his ministers know that, if they 
can give this impression to the peo- 
ple of the entente countries, and es- 
pecially to the Americans, they may 
be tempted to make peace, 
Maxi- 
milian Harden, editor of Die Zukunft, 
is permitted to write his liberal ar- 
ticles, the socialists are permitted to 
talk election reforms, the North Ger- 
man Gazette, the official foreign office 
newspaper, prints "peace feelers" with 
the object of dividing the allies. The 
government wants the world to believe 
now that it is becoming liberal. 
It is 
conducting a propaganda of demo- 
cratic bluff at the present time. 
The 
socialists are permitted to go to Stock- 
holm to talk peace terms. 
Austria- 
Hungary and Turkey are permitted to 
voice their agreement with the Rus- 
sian proposal of "no annexation and 
no indemnities." 
But the 
Imperial 
German government never states what 
it will do 
with Belgium, 
It 
never 
states whether it will evacuate and 
pay for damages in northern France 
and Belgium. 
It does 
not 
state 
whether it will give up the territory it 
holds in Poland and Russia. The Ger- 
man government wants to place the 
blame for annexation on the entente, 
hoping to trap the entente and th€ 
United States in a peace conference 
where It expects to sow seeds of dis- 
content. 


All through the war the world has 
learned that the German govrnment, 
as it is constituted, today cannot be 
trusted to keep a treaty or a promise. 
And. it cannot be trusted today in its 
sham liberalism. 
If the people in the 
allied and American 
states permit 
themselves to be tricked by Germany's 
propaganda of democracy, they will 
meet a crushing defeat and Germany 
will dominate the world. 


The Real Pcace Sna^. 


The real peace obstacle is the Ger- 
man military organization. The peace 
sna«r Is the present system of German 
government which 
gives the 
kolse* 
complete authority in war and peace. 


None of the nations, leagued against 
the central powers today, can afford 
to think about peace until there is a 
responsible people's 
government in 
Germanj-. There must be a thorough 
"house cleaning." 
The German peo- 
ple must be given to understand that 
they cannot have peace until 
they 
rule. 
Their government is outlawed. 
It cannot be trusted in war. 
It cer- 
tainly must not be trusted in peace. 
A peace treaty signed with the pres- 
ent system 
of imperial government 
which permiis Prussia 
to dominate 
Germany. Austria-Hungary. Bulgaria 
and Turkey will be as valueless as the 
treaty not to violate the neutrality of 
Belgium. 
It would be kept by the 
imperial German government as long 
as Germany respected the promises in 
the Sussex case. 
Such a peace woul4 
be only another "scrap of paper." 


The United States and the allies are 
in the war to make democracy safe, 
and. as soon as possible, they must 
give the German people to understand 
that peace will not be made, that the 
war will not end until the peace snag 
—the 
present 
government—is 
up- 
rooted and discarded. 


The present system of German gov- 
ernment will be changed, the kaiser 
will be overthrown. In one* of two 
ways. 
Either a long war ending with 
a crushing defeat on the battlefield of 
the German forces will do it, or, the 
German people will bring it about. 
The German people today have the 
greatest 
opportunity of the war to 
take the government into their own 
hands; to make reforms duxing the 
war which will be lasting and secure. 
They can make Germany a republic, 
as George 
Ledebour, the 
reichstag 
socialist, hinted a few days ago, 
II 
they do they will make Germany a 
democracy, and. when 
Germany It 
free, then the United States and .the 
allies can discuss, seriously, terms of . 
peace. 


If the German people do not tak« 
the affairs of state 
Into their own 
hands, then the allies will continue 
the war until Wilhelm tha Konquerfer 
Is overthrown and 
defeated. 
If It 
takes three years more to drive the 
German army out of France, we must 
do It, 
If we have the bitter determi- 
nation to stay in the war until this Is 
accomplished, we will establish a de- 
mocracy In Germany and make d«» 
mocracy safe throughout the world. 
Then we shall overthrow the Hohen- 
zollerns and the present military dic- 
tators 
of Europe. 
The U. S.-allies 
combination will prove to the world 
that It does not pay to fight for ter- 
ritory. 
Our battle cry should be: 


"Peace with the German people a« 
•oon as their 
government is a 
mocracy."

For the purpose of explaining their 
side of the story in the dissension in 
the Hope hospital organization, 
the 
staff has issued the following signed 
statement: 


"We. the undersigned members of 
the former staff of Hope hospital, feel 
that we owe to the public, who have so 
generously labored and so freely given 
to the end that Hope hospital might 
fulfill its full duty to the community, 
a frank statement of their position. 


"The staff of 
Hope 
hospital 
was 
created by the board of trustees. 
The 
board alone has the power to make ad- 
ditions to the staff or cause removals 
therefrom and they alone have 
the 
power to formulate rules governing the 
conduct and relations of the staff. They 
(the board) alone have the authority 
to refuse the privileges of the hospital 
to any one. 
Upon two or three occa- 
sions on the recommendation of the 
staff, the board of trustees has barred 
from the hospital unfit doctors and the 
support which the board gave the staff 
on those occasions was entirely com- 
mendable and praiseworthy. 


"The superintendent of the hospital 
is also appointed by the board and is 
responsible to it. 
It is at 
once 
the 
privilege and the duty of the board of 
trustees to correct any dereliction on 
the part of the staff, or any member 
thereof, or on the part Of the superin- 
tendent. 
The assumption of hte board 
that the staff was run by or in the in- 
terest of a clique is absolutely false and 
unfounded. 
The insinuation that the 
Interests of the staff were mercenary is 
also entirely untrue. 
By issuing such 
statements the board, in view of its 
powers and duties as above Indicated, 
convicts itself. 
The staff has always 
been ready and eager to add 
to 
its 
membership any worthy physician who 
desired to join it. 
When an employer 
discharges 
an 
employe 
he 
usually 
grants the employe the courtesy of an 
explanation as to the cause of his dis- 
charge. 
No such courtesy was 
ex- 
tended to us by the board of Hope hos- 
pital. 
Finally, we feel that further co- 
operation with the present board in 
their proposed plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of Hope hospital would entail an 
association with men and an adoption 
of methods not in keeping with the dig- 
nity and honor of the profession and 
antagonistic to the public good.

world. 
Never have so many 
people 
during the same length of time heard 
the same preacher. 


There were about 100,000 trail hit- 
ters during the ten weeks, or an aver- 
age of about 1,500 each day. 
This is 
Billy's top-notch record. 


The 
expenses 
of 
the 
meeting 
amounted to $150,000. 


It would not be fair to estimate the 
value of this campaign upon a math- 
ematical basis but there 
are 
some 
pretty definite things that may be said 
about it. 


In 
the 
first place, 
while 
Sunday 
preached 
to 
bigger 
crowds 
in 
New 
York city than anywhere else. New 
York as a whole was not touched by 
his preaching—in the sen.se that 
he 
really affected the lives of the great 


spoke to hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
men and women who never came to 
the tabernacle and who were never- 
theless "converted." 


I talked with many of the ministers 
in the city who have been close to the 


mass of people. 
And he never got meetings and sympathetic toward them 
within a thousand miles of the Great 
White Way. 


Bigger delegations came to the big 
tabernacle and 
no doubt that 
when 
4,000 people came from a single es- 
tablishment there were many 
"con- 
verted" among them and lots of them 
hit the trail but New York isn't talk- 
ing about 
the 
great 
"revival" 
that 
came to town. 


Most of the trail hitters were church 
people. 
In fact the great 
mass of 
Billy's audiences were already m e m - 
bers of the church. 


And yet the workers who conducted 
meetings in shops and factories, 
in 


and in general It Is their judgment 
that the biggest thing that has come 
to New York as a result of the Billy 
Sunday campaign is the enthusiasm 
that the meetings have put into large 
numbers of their members who have 
heretofore been altogether indifferent 
to the work of the church. 


While 
no single 
church 
in 
New 
York received large numbers of new 
members on account of the campaign, 
few churches failed to receive some 
benefit from the spirit or service that 
was generated in the meetings. 
Big 
Men's Bible classes have come out of 
the movement. 
Prayer meetings in 
homes have been conducted by the 
thousands, many of which 
will 
no 
doubt be continued. 


It would not be too much to say that 
by far the greatest blessing came to the 
unconverted 
through 
this 
"outside" 
work—that is. the work done quite in- 
dependent of the tabernacle meetings 
and before Billy Sunday reached New 
York. 
And yet the tabernacle meet- 
ings have put punch and pep into the 
permanent work of the churches. 


Another really important contribu- 
tion made by Billy Sunday has been his 
nightly patriotic appeals for 
enlist- 
ment In the army and navy and for the 
purchase of liberty bonds. 
This was 
unquestionably 
his 
most 
important 
contribution to the life of New York 
aside from 
the 
personal good that 
came to a considenable number of in- 
dividuals on account of his preaching. 


In Billy's parting mes.sage he put 
the whole thing up to the churches of 
New 
York, 
practically 
telling

that it now depends upon them as to 
whether his New York campaign is 
worth while.

manufacture of liquor would 
enable 
us to send a pound loaf a day to each 
of 11,000,000 men at the front! 
Eng- 
land. whose hungry stomach has been 
her teacher, first limited and at last 
prohibited 
the 
use 
of 
grains 
for 
liquors. 
Even Germany, with her age- 
long traditions of beer drinking, has 
reduced the beer output three-fifths. 


In times of peace great stress has 
been 
laid upon the claim 
that 
the 
liquor ti-affio "gives employment 
*o 
labor." 
About 289,000 wage and sal- 
ary earners depend upon the indus- 
try. 
Even in time of peace such waste 
of man power is bad economy. 
In 
time of war it is inexcusable. 
The 
labor is sorely needed in the army or 
navy, to replace soldiers and sailors 
in industry, and to make food and 
munitions. 
Would it not seem ridicu- 
lous to draft man power to the farm 
from other useful industries, 
them- 
selves 
suffering 
a 
labor 
shortage, 
while the liquor industry is merrily 
wasting the work of 289,000 men? 


War prohibition would now result in 
great hardship to the distilling and 
brewing interests. 
A recent circular 
Issued 
by 
the 
Distillery 
Securities 
corporation of 
New 
York indicates 
that the demand for explosives for the 
war, and the commercial uses for al- 
cohol will tax the capacity of all the 
distilleries. 
In fact we now need, for 
our military pi-eparations, to put the 
full resources of distilleries to use in 
the manufacture of Industrial alcohol. 
Each pound of smokeless powder re- 
quires two pounds of alcohol in its 
manufacture. 
Some big guns need for 
each shot as much alcohol as is con- 
tained 
In 
a 
couple 
of 
barrels 
of 
whisky and a score of barrels of beer. 
The stocks of spirits in bond should 
all be denatured and used for powder 
making, fuel or other military pur- 
poses. 
The breweries can 
probably 
also find a way to be useful, e. g., in 
producing food stuffs and other neces- 
sities, and providing cold storage. 


But the time-}ionored and most ef- 
fective argument for the liquor traffic 
is that it makes large contributions to 
the revenues of the nation, state and 
city. 
At 
first 
blush 
the war may 
seem, to 
those 
unfamiliar wth the 
principles 
involved 
or with 
experi- 
ence abroad, to increase the force of 
this argument. 
The war increases the 
need of i-evenue, but the government's 
revenue 
comes 
out of 
the 
national 
dividend of produced goods and the 
liquor traffic does not add to but, on 
the contrary, 
subtracts 
from 
that 
dividend. 
This national dividend 
is 
now about forty billion dollars a year, 
of %vhich two billions are wasted in 
liquor. 
If saloons were closed 
the 
two 
billions would 
be set free 
for 
something else, 
some usseful articles 
of consumption. 
Whatever these arti- 
cles might be, they could, if desired, 
bear the tax now borne by the liquor 
which they would replace. 
In short, 
prohibition would not reduce the vol- 
ume of taxable goods, but it would 
simply substitute 
other 
goods than 
liquor—such, 
for 
instance, 
as 
soft 
drinks, 
candy, 
foods 
and 
clothing, 
which otherwise 
would 
never 
have 
been produced at all.

Toll 
of 
Motor 
Cars 
Mounts 
High. 


Traffic accident.^ are 
on 
the 
in- 
crease in spite of Safety First cam- 
paigns. 
The death toll from automo- 
biles, street cars and steam railroads 
is mounting rapidly. 


The accident rate for the working 
class of the country also went up dur- 
ing 1916. 
This condition is contrary 
to the recent tendency toward a re- 
duction in the fatal accident rate and 
may possibly be due to the increased 
activity in industry and to speeding up 
processes Introduced as a result of the 
war. 


Figures compiled by one of the large 
life insurance companies from 9,000,- 
000 white lives insured in its industrial 
department showed that the accident 
rate for the working class Increased 
five points per 100,000 over the year 
before in 1916. 


The mortality from autonaobile acci- 
dents showed by far the larsjest in- 
crease, accidents of this kind being re- 
sponsible for three-fifths of the 
in- 
crease. 
In 1916 there were 795 auto- 
mobile accidents among policy holders 
as compared with 486 the year before. 
This was an increase from 5.7 per 100,- 
000 to 8.8. 


Street cars claimed 237 victims in 
1916 as against 192 the year before 
and railroads killed 865 as compared 
with 622 in 1915. 
Accidental deaths 
from vehicles other than automobiles, 
street cars and steam railroads had 
slightly less mortality In 1916 than In 
1915. 


There was an increase in the mor- 
tality from machinery accidents 
and 
from 
burns. 
Accidental 
drowning 
showed a decrease in the rate.

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ECONOMICAL USES OF MEAT 


Meat is One of the More Expensive Items in the Food Bill of the Ordinary 
Family, and for This Reason It Is Important That It Be Bought 
and Used to the Best Possible AdvanUge. 


Tlie methods by which economy in 
home may be efTected vary with 
tSw» conditions surrounding: each fam- 
tHSi,_ 'Vith the amount of personal su- 
pervision given - by the housewife to 
the preparation of food, with her skill, 
with market conditions, and with the 
willingness of the members of 
the 
family to eat dishes other than those 
— often 
especially 
expensive — for 
which they have a special liking. 


Many persons eat over-abundantly 
of meat. 
In such cases it should be 
possible, 
if 
the 
incentive 
is 
great 
enoui^h, 
to 
reduce 
expenditure 
for 
meat by reducing the amount pur- 
chased. 
A possibility for economizing 
Is to purchase cheaper cuts and to 
compensate for any toughness 
and 
less 
desirable 
flavor 
by 
preparing 
them more carefully for the table. 
Economy often may be achieved by 
utilizing the meat more completely, 
includingr the trimmings and bones, 
and left-overs. 


In 
purchasing 
the 
cheaper, 
and 
often tougher cuts of meats instead 
of the choicer cuts, a housewife is 
losingr little, if any, nutriment, pro- 
vided, of course, the proportion of 
bone to meat is no greater than in 
the more coetly kinds. 
She rather is 
aacrifielng only texture or flavor or 
ease ot preparation for the sake of 
cheapness; and, if she wishes to pro- 
duce dishes as palatable as those made 
from expensive meats, must expend 
more care on preparing, flavoring and 
cooking. 
If the cheaper steaks are 
purchased, for example, a degree of 
tenderness maj' be imparted to them 
by the well-known method of pound- 
ing the meat. 
The- juices and 
flavors 
of •such steaks will be retained more 
satisfactorily if flour is sprinkled over 
them during the beating process and 
so worked into the fibres on the sur- 
face. 


Another common method of utiliz- 
ing the tougher meats is to grind 
thom and form them into balls which 
may be broiled like steak. 
Cheap 
cuts of 
meat also may 
be 
cooked 
plowly with vegetables or dumplings 


a casserole or any other thick walled 
baking dish which can be covered, the 
inices thereby being retained. 


into pies with relatively large quan- 
tities of pastry; cooked with duBZp- 
lings; served in the same dish with 
gravy and starchy foods, such as spa- 
ghetti or rice; ground and used with 
bread crumbs or other materials, as a 
stufliing for vegetables, such as toma- 
toes and green peppers; or cut thin 
and wrapped 
around 
a stufflng of 
bread crumbs, rice, vegetables, etc. 


A few typical recipes are given be- 
low as examples of the many dishes 
housewives 
may 
prepare 
from 
the 
cheaper cuts of meat. 


SHEEP RAISING NAY BE MADE VERY PROFITABLE

An important way in which the 
amount of money expended for meat 
may be lessened is hy preparing rela- 
tively small quantities of meat in such 
a way a£ ta extend its flavor to other 
and cheaper foods. 
In using meat so 
BS to extend its flavor it may be 
rronnd and combined with rice, bread 
cminbe, etc., to form croquettes; made

Braised Beef OT Pot Boast—Brown 
the meat on all surfaces, place in 
closely covered kettle or other 
re- 
ceptacle with small quantity of water 
and 
flavoring 
vegetables, 
such 
as 
onion, carrots, etc., and cook 
until 
tender. 
Browning the meat helps to 
keep in the juices. 
The slow cooking 
in water and steam makes for ten- 
derness. 


Savory Beef—Cut a pound of top 
round of beef into two-inch 
pieces 
and sprinkle with flour; fry a small 
piece of salt pork until light brown; 
add beef and fry for about thirty-flve 
minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Cover 
with water and simmer about 
two 
hours (fireless cooker may be used); 
season with salt and pepper or pa- 
prika. 
Serve with a sauce made as 
follows: 
Cook in water twenty min- 
utes a cup of tomatoes, part of a 
stalk of celery, one-half onion, three 
whole cloves, three peppercorns and 
one blade of mace or a very little nut- 
meg. 
Rub through a sieve, add some 
of the gravy from the meat, thicken 
with flour moistened with cold water, 
and season with salt and 
paprika. 
Noodles, 
boiled 
rice, 
hominy, 
or 
chopped potatoes, carrots and green 
peppers or other vegetables in sea- 
son, may be served on the same dish. 


Casserole Roast—( A casserole may 
be improvised by using a heavy earth- 
enware dish covered with a plate.) 
Brown round or rump of beef In fat 
from a slice of fried pork. 
Place in 
casserole with chopped carrot, turnip, 
onion, celery, etc., around it. Add two 
cupfuls of water or stock, cover and 
cook in hot oven three hours, basting 
occasionally. 


Stew with Dumplings—Make stew 
from small pieces of meat and vege- 
tables, cooking it on stove or in fire- 
less cooker. 
Serve with 
dumplings 
made as follows: 
For a stew using 
one pound of meat mix a little more 
than one-third cup flour with one tea- 
spoonful of 
baking 
powde r and 
a 
pinch of salt, work in a rounding tea- 
spoonful 
of 
butter 
and 
mix 
with 
enough milk to form a medium stiff 


While It is not my purpose to try 
to indu<w stockmen to abandon cattle 
and pork-production and e n g ^ e ex- 
clusively in sheep-raising. I do claim 
that from 10 to 100 or more sheep 
could be profitably maintained on a 
very large portion of our farms in 
addition to the live stock that are al- 
ready kept thereon. 
For a period of 
twenty-three years, I have been en- 
gaged in general farming and stock- 
raising where I now reside. 
I have 
been raising horses, cattle, and hog» 
during this entire period, and for the 
last sixteen years I have kept from 
100 to 125 breeding ewes of the mut- 
ton type. 
I have endeavored to pro- 
duce as good stock of all kinds as I 
could, and to keep them in the most 
profitable manner. 
I have found no 
other class of live stock more profit- 
able in dollars and cents than 
the 
sheep. 
Aside from this fact, I find 
that I can now keep as much other 
stock as formerly in addition to the 
sheep. 


Some of my fields produce twice as 
much grain as formerly and my grass 
lands are much more productive than 
they were. There is no great mystery 
connected with the care of the farm 
flock, but there is more to do than to 
purchase a flock and turn them out to 
shift for themselves without proper at- 
tention and shelter, if one expects to 


dough. Cut into small pièces and cook 
in a buttered steamer over a kettle of 
boiling water or remove enough gravy 
from the stew to expose the meat and 
vegetables, and place the pieces of 
dough on these solid materials to cook. 


Meat Pie—Meat pies are made most 
satisfactorily by first cooking the meat 
and vegetables as for a stew. 
Line a 
pan, earthenware dish, or casserole 
with biscuit dough rolled fairly thin, 
put in the meat, vegetables, and gravy, 
cover with dough, and bake in a hot 
oven. 


Meat Turnovers—Place any chopped 
cooked meat available on circles of bis- 
cuit dough about the size of a saucer. 
Fold the dough over the meat, crimp 
the edges, and bake in a hot oven. 
Vegetables may be combined with the 
meat filling as desired and the whole 
may be served with gravy. 


Veal or Beef Birds—Cut very thin 
meat into roughly rectangular pieces 
of a sufficient size for individual serv- 
ings. 
Place 
on 
each 
a 
stufflng of 
bread crumbs, seasoned with chopped 
onions and other flavoring vegetables 
and herbs. 
Fold or roll up (¿he meat, 
and skewer in place with toothpicks. 
Brown the rolls in fat, remove and 
make gravy from the fat, flour and 
stock if available. 
Place the rolls in 
the gravy and cook slowly until ten- 
der 
in 
a 
covered 
baking 
dish, 
a 
steamer, or a fireless cooker.

Costly 
barns are not a necessity, but some 
sort of a shed that will keep them dry 
is needed. 
Let your roofs be con- 
structed of shingles, boards, iron, or 
any material that will keep off cold 
rains, sleet, etc. 
I prefer a shed ex- 
tending east and west, open or partly 
so on the south side, so arranged that 
it can be closed if bad storms occur. 
Give plenty of pure air, a dry place 
to lie down, and all the sunshine pos- 
sible, thereby adding to the ctwnfort 
and thrift of the flock and the profits 
of the owner. 


A Weil-Bred Specimen. 


Woven wire makes an ideal sheep 
fence, but if you have a good, three- 
strand barb-wire fence, such as every 
one should have who keeps cattle and 
desires to be on good terms with his 
neighbor, all that is needed is two or 
three additional wires at the bottom, 
and you have a good sheep fence. 
I 
have several miles of this kind of 
fence, some of which-has been in use 
fifteen years and has answered every 
purpose. 
Some say fear of dogs and 
wolves prevent them 
from 
keeping 
sheep. 
There are plenty of worthless 
curs in my locality and some coyotes. 


Prlxe MntUm and Wool Sheep. 


but in fifteen years I have lost by 
coyotes one old ewe, and one lamb. 
I 
have lost none by dogs. 
Corrall your 
sheep while lambs are young and keep 
plenty of bells on the flock. You have 
all seen a dog lie down and howl at 
the ringing of a bell. It hurts his feel- 
ings somehow, probably his nervous 
system, and his relative the coyote is 
affected in the same way. The class of 
sheep formerly kept to a large extent 
in the West were not of a mutton 
type, and were kept 
primarily 
for 
wool, and were often retained for that 


purpose in the flock until the most 
profitable days were passed. 
Small 
wonder when it reached market its 
carcass met with little favor and sold 
for little money. 
However, your mod- 
em, well-bred, well-fed mutton lamb 
will be as large at a few months of 
age as the former ever grew, and the 
quality of its meat is as much super- 
ior to that of the former as that of 
your modem, well-bred beef steer ex- 
cels that of the old-fashioned long- 
homed Texas cow. 


Tile result is we have a good markei 
for mutton which Is Increasing 
at 
prices that are very profitable to the 
producer. With lambs selling at a very 
good price on the market, an ewe that 
will produce a Iamb that will weigh 
80 to 100 pounds at weaning, and an- 
nually a fleece that will sell for sev- 
eral dollars pays a good profit on her 
keeping. 
If you purchase a few good 
ewes, 
the 
best 
matronly 
looking 
grades you can get,; and breed them to 
the best pure-bred rams you can pur- 
chase, of one of the mutton breeds 
that your prefer, jrou can raise a class 
of lambs that should be better than 
their dams, and sell well on the mar- 
kets. 
By selecting the best of our 
ewe lambs each year and breeding to 
a 
first-class 
ram each year, you can 
soon build up a flock that will please 
your eye and strengthen your biink 
account. 
Your ram is one-half 
the 
flock, 
and 
in 
c a ^ 
your ewes 
are 
grades he is more than a half, when 
it comes to giving form and quality 
to a flock. Never use a grade ram on 
any kinds of ewes, if you want to im- 
prove your flock. Any of the mutton 
breeds are good. Select the breed you 
like best, but be sure to get a good 
individual to head your flock. 


Most people have a preference. 
I 
have mine, and as I find ready salé 
for all the breeding stock I produce, 
I can hardly be accused of trying to 
advertise my business when I tell you 
the Oxford Down is my choice, being 
the largest of the English Downs, or 
dark-faced 
mutton 
breeds. 
Mature 
sheep are large and shear 
a 
good 
fleece. 
They 
are 
prolific 
breeders. 
The lambs are large enough at wean- 
Ing-time to sell on the market with 
plenty of weight. 
I have sold 
my 
lambs in June and had them average 
nearly eighty pounds and in August 
average 
ninety-eight 
pounds. 
This 
without a single one being cut out. 
My lambs are usually dropped the last 
of February until April, with a few 
sftmetimes in May. 
When grass fails 
in the fall I begin feeding corn fodder 
in the fields at some distance from the 
shed, continuing to do so all winter 
unless the winter is too stormy, thus 
giving the ewes plenty of exercise, 
which will cause stronger lambs to be 
dropped. 
At night I aim to have some 
clover or alfalfa- hay in the deep racks. 
As winter approaches I feed some 
grain at night, continuing to do so 
until grass gets well started in the 
spring, when the ewes are shorn and 
turned into the pasture. 


MAKING MONEY WITH B2ANS 


Both Varieties of Beans—Strin« and Lima—Grow Very BapidIr and Are 
Easy to Cultivate—They Bring Good Prices as They Are Among th* 
Most Desirable Vegetables That the Home Gardener C«n Bais«b 


Beans thrive hest in a rather warm 
sandy loam, but may be grown on al- 
most any kind of soil. 
For the best 
results the soil should not be too rich 
In nitrogenous matter, or the plants 
will run to foliage and stems at the 
expense of the crop of pods. 
Heavy 
clay soils are not well adapted to bean 
culture, owing to the tendency of the 
soil to bake and prevent the seedlings 
from coming up evenly. 
The bean 
does not draw heavily upon the soil 
and is suitable for rotation with other 
garden crops. 


Beans will not witstand frost, and 
the first plantings In the spring are 
frequently lost in this manner. 
It is 
very little trouble, however, to. make 
a planting of beans, and the 
first 
planting should be made as soon as 
the ground is reasonably warm; this 
to be followed by a second and 
a 
third planting at intervals of about a 
week or ten days. 
It sometimes hap- 
pens that the first planting will be 
killed by frost, and that the second 
will come through the ground imme- 
diately after the frost and mature sev- 
eral days ahead of those planted to 
replace the ones that were killed. 


There are several classes of edible 
beans, including both climbing and 
bush sorts, all of w^ich are valuable 
as foods and of great commercial im- 
portance. 
The various types and va- 
rieties of beans are too numerous for 
discussion here, and a few cultural 
hints only will be given. 


In the cultivation of beans, the gen- 
eral rules for the care of garden crops 
should be adhered to, and frequent 
shallow stirring of the soil practiced. 
For a constant .supply of bunch 
or 
snap beans successive plantings should 
be made, the final planting being made 
about eight weeks before time for 
frost in the autiimn. 
In the South, 
plantings should be made as soon as 
the grround begins to warm, and con- 
tinue until hot weather sets in. 
To- 
ward the end of summer one or two 
plantings should be made for a fall 
crop. 


For the production of bunch dry 
beans, such as Red Kidney, 
White 
Kidney, or White Marrow, plantings 
may be made almost any time during 
the first half of the summer. 
This 
class of bean is generally planted as 
late as possible to have the crop ripen 
just before early frost In the autumn. 
Bunch beans are generally planted in 
rows 30 inches apart, and the plants 
allowed to stand singly 3 or 4 inches 
apart, or they are planted in hills of 
3 to 5 plants, each 12 to 15 inches apart. 
Good results may be obtained from 
planting Kidney or Marrow beans in 
the cornfield alongside the hills after 
the corn has been cultivated once or 
twice. 


Pole 
beans 
require 
a somewhat 
richer soil than the bunch type, and 
should be planted in hills 3 by 4 or 
4 by 4 feet, and, as the name Implies, 


they require a pole or some similar 
support. 
Plant the seed during the 
early summer. « Several varieties of 
climbing bean may be planted in oz« 
cornfield and allowed to climb upon 
the hills of corn. 
The old-fashioned 
com bean belongs to this type. 


The Lima bean, both pole and bush, 
forms one of the most desirable prod- 
ucts of the garden. 
This crop thrives 
best when the soil is quite rich; in fact, 
good Lima beans can not be grown 
in poor soil. 
They should not 
be 
planted until the soil becomes thor- 
oughly warm. 
Place the seed In hills, 
8 or 10 to the hill, and after the 
plants become established thin to 4 or 
5. 
The hills should be 4 or 5 feet 
apart for the pole varieties and 2 or 3 
feet apart for the dwarf or bunch va- 
rieties. 
It is a good plan to malce up 
the hill- with a little additional ma- 
nure well mixed with the soil. 
Cover 
the beans about 
1 ^ 
inches, placing 
them with the eye downward. 


Late Lima Bean« 


When planting beans of any klna, 
the seed should not be covered to a 
greater depth than 2 inches when tho 
soil is moderately dry, and if the soil 
is wet, the covering should be very 
slight.

IHE MOTHER HEN IN A COOP 


Loss of Chicks By Ezposnre Largely Prerented By Confining the Hen. 


It is not good poultry management 
to allow the mother hen to range un- 
restricted with her chicks. 
With such 
freedom the hen frequently takes her 
brood through wet grass and, as a re- 
sult, some are chUled and die, espec- 
ially the weaker ones which are likely 
to be left'lsehind. 
The loss of young 
chicks which follows sueh a practice 
Is large and mainly preventable. 
Fur- 
Iheremore, the food which a brood 
allowed to range with the hen obtains 
goes very largely to keep up the-heat 
of the body and the chicks do not 
make as good growth as they other- 
wise would. 


Chick losses of this nature can be 
largely prevented by shutting the hen 
in a coop. 
Any style of coop which 
is dry, ventilated, and can be closed 
at night to protect the brood against 
cats, rats, and 
other animals, 
and 
which, while confining the hen, will 
allow the chicks, to pass in and out 
freely after they are a few days old, 
will be satisfactory. 
The hen should 
bo 
confined 
until 
the 
chicks 
are 
weaned, though a small yard may be 
attached to the coop, if desired, to al- 
low the hen to exercise. 
The fence 
can be raised from the ground far 
enough to allow the chicks to go in 
or OHt, but not high enough for the 
hen to escape. 
By using a coop the 
chicks can find shelter and' warmth 
under the hen at any time and the 
weaklings, after a few days, may de- 
velop Into strong, healthy chicks. 


Where chicks are raised with hens, 
they are likely to become infested 
with Itee. 
M the lice get very' nu- 


merous, they greatly retard the chicks' 
growth 
and 
may even cause 
their 
death. 
The hen should be powdered 
thoroughly 
with 
some 
good 
insect 
powder before she is put in the coop 
with tho chicks, and at intervals of 
several days or a week thereafter. 
The baby chicks should be examined 
for lice, particularly 
on the 
head, 
under the wings and about the vent. 
If any are found, a little grease, such 
as lard, should be rubbed on in those 
places. 
Apply grease moderately, as 
too much will injure the chicks. 
Tho 
chicks should be examined frequently 
and the treatment repeated if lice are 
found on them. 


The maturity of fowls hatched late 
can be greatly increased if the mother 
hens are confined until the chicks are 
weaned. 
In this way feed that is fur- 
nished the chicks produces growth, 
instead of energy to follow the mother. 
Ehctra precautions should be taken in 
the late spring and early summer to 
keep~ the young birds free from lice 
and disease, both of which cause thou- 
sands to die every year.

SOOmtS IN LAMBS.

is due to impure water. 
Everybody Is 
familiar with the disturbance in the 
human family which follows the use 
of bad water. 
The stomach of the 
lamb and even the sheep, is quite as 
susceptible to danger from this source 
as Is that of the shepherd. 
We often 
see flocka on fairly good pastures, that 
ought to do well BO far as feed is 
concerned, showing a lack of thrift and 
a general dullness for which 
there 
seems to be, at first thought, no ap- 
parent reason. 
Very often an exam- 
ination of the water supply will reveal 
the cause. 


IMPORTANCE OF A GOOD SIRE IN THE DAIRY HERD 


By G. M. L. BICHARDar 


While we here consider only the sire 
in the dairy herd, the same considera- 
tion given him will apply to sires for 
the improvement of the quality and 
prcdunriveness of any of our breeds 
of live stojk. 


There seems to be a general apathy 
or indi.ffcrence on the part of many 
farmers ai» to the quality and individ- 
uality of tho Fives that they use with 
wlilch to increase their 
flocks 
and 
herds. 


Little attention is paid to the blood 
lines of the individual animal used as 
a sire; and, when I say blood lines I 
do not simply mean a tabulated pedi- 
gree showir.? a long line of pure-bred 
nothingness, but I mean blood lines 
h.'iudei down through a long line of 
pi»»-forming ancestry. 


All our improved breeds of stock 
are artificial products; the products of 
environment und man's genius. 


It is not the nature of any cow to 
produce ^ho largo quantities of milk 
which the modern dairy cow does, and 
to keep it up for months; her natural 
duty is to give sufficient milk to nour- 
ish her young for a few months each 
year. 


It Is not the original nature for the

cattle that we now designate as beef 
breeds to carry such an 
enormous 
amount of flesh; nature intended the 
formation of flesh for the warmth and 
proirction of tho body. 


Originally, 
years 
back, 
perhaps 


thousands, all cow kind were of the 
same type, the same sizes; and, had 
we 
known 
them, 
we should 
have 
known them only as cattle; Just as 
we know the buffalo, the deer and the 
tlk of today. 
It was not until man 
undertook their domestication that the 
various breeds were formed, and a 
system of evolution inaugurated which 
has brpught about the present great 
viuiety and assortment of breeds. 


Breed type has been the result of 
feeding, environment and selection for 
a definite purpose; thus, by the selec- 
tion of the best milkers and by proper 
feeding, with suitable surroundings, it 
has been possible to bring to their 
present high state of development the 
dilTerent breeds of dairy cattle; and, 
while they are apparently 
fixed 
in 
type and characteristics, there is noth- 
ing stable without ths ever-guiding 
hand of man. 
The pow#r of atavism, 
that ever-present tendency to revert 
to some remote 
ancestral 
trait. 
Is 
liable to crop out at any time; and, 
if animals are left to themselves, retro- 
gression would be fast and furious, 
and the good work of generaltions of 
progressive breeders would soon be 
lost sight of.

Parents on the farm are quite often 
to blame for their chtldien leaving

Too much hard work and too little 
appreciation of the children's efforts 
are frequently forces that drive the 
young folks from the farm. 


EMucate the boys and girls of the 
farm up to the idea that farming is 
Just as much of a profession and Just 
as honorable as the law, medicine or 
any other legitimate life calling. 


Use every worthy means to make 
them love the farm and the free. In- 
dependent life that goes with it. 


Each cl;^ild should be made to share 
directly in the profits of the farm, 
since he helps to make them possible.

A SECREJT OF SUCCESS. 


One of the greatest secrets in being 
successful with the family garden la 
to provide an abundance of plant food 
in a form readily available to the 
growing plants. 
On this little plat of 
ground intensive cultivation is brought 
to the highest state of perfection. 


and not less frequently than twice a 
dayi 


When alfalfa Is used for hay It 
should 
be 
cut 
whenever 
the 
new 
shoots at the crowns of the plants are 
well started. 
This is a better guide 
as to the proper time of cutting than 
the appearance of blossoms. 
When- 
ever the tops turn yellow, or the 
leaves become seriously affected by 
"loaf spot" It should also be eut, even 
though the fresh shoots have 
not 
started. 


KILL WEEDS EARLY. 


The dust partidos in the air carry 
molds and germs. 


Meat, fish, and milk are ideal breed- 
ing grounds for such germs. 
Keep 
your food covered so that these bac- 
teria and germs will have as little 
chance as possible to get on your food. 


House flies—better called "typhoid 
flies"—are 
among the dirtiest things 
that enter our homes. 
They fly from 
sewerie«, privies, and manure heaps, 
carrying filth on their feet, which they 
deposit on any food on which they 
light. 
Frequently germs of typhoid 
fever are carried by fliea in the filth 
on their bodies, and In their excrement 
(fly specks). 


Ordinary cleanliness demands that 
files be kept out of our homes and 
away from our food. 


Health protection makes it 
tlal to banish 
fliea. 
Keep all food 
covered or at least screened from 
these carriers of deadly disease and 
illth. 
Destroy flies by every possible 
means.

GUARD AGAINST THE CORN PESTS 


Many Serious Animal and Insect Enemies Can Be Checked By Poisons. 


Animal and insect pests of com—• 
prairie-dogs, grounds quirrels, gophers, 
blackbirds, 
crows, 
cut-worms, 
ear- 
worms, 
wireworms, 
c h i n c h 
bugs, 
grasshoppers — soon will open their 
spring campaign of destruction. Many 
of these pests can be effectively com- 
bated. 


For cutworms, lumps of poisoned

, bait, made by mixing about 50 pounds 
of bran or com meal with two pounds 
of 
Paris green, 
six 
finely 
chopped 
oranges or lemons, and enough cheap 
molasses 
to 
make 
a 
stiff 
dough, 
should be scattered along' thf> com 
rows at planting timo or as soon as 
injury from cutworms is noticed. 


Treating the seed with coal tar will 
usually repel attacks of birds and, in 
some cases, those of burrowingr rod- 
ents. 
A teaspoonful of tar is enough 
for a peck of corn. 
Mix the tar with 
a quart of boilinsr water. 
After the 
mixture has cooled somewhat but is 
still hot. stir in the corn until every 
grain is coated, and then spread it out 
to dry before planting. 
Corn may be 
immersed several minutes in moder- 
ately hot water without affecting ger- 
mination. 
The tar treatment does not 
repel mice or ground squirrels. 


Destruction 
of 
corn 
by 
ground 
squirrels, 
prairie-dogs, 
pocket 
go- 
phers. or mice is best prevented by 
poisoning the animals a few days be- 
fore the corn is planted. 
Strychnine 
is the best poison in all cases, but to 
obtain satisfactory results a special 
formula is needed for preparing tho 
poison for each kind of animal. 
Such 
formulas have been worked out by 
the Bureau of Biological Survey of the 
Department of Agriculture, and spe- 
cial 
instructions 
will 
be 
furnished 
upon 
application. 
F ^ s 
green 
and 
strychnine are poisons and sliould not 
be placed where children or domestic 
animals can get them. 


ALFALFA. 


Alfalfa may be successfully raised on 
almost any type of soil providing that 
it is well drained, free of weeds and 
in a reasonable state ot fertility. 


Good drainage must be provided. 
The ground must be made free of 
weed seeds. 


Soil« lacking in fertility should be 
well manured, as alfalfa requires large 
amounts of plant food. 
If sufllcient 
manure is not te be had. It should be 
supplemented with a commercial fer- 
tilizer rich In phosphoric acid and 
potash. 


If the soil is sour, -it must be limed 
before alfalfa can do well. 


Inoculation of the soil will generally 
be necessary.

Washington, June 23.—A nation- 


wide drive of one week to recruit 
seventy thousand men to bring the 
regular army up to its authorized war 
strength of 300,000 men began today 
n accordance with President Wilson's 
proclamation calling for volunteers. 


This Is the grst step In the war or- 
anization of America's war 
army. 


Next is the task of completing the 
full strength of the national guard. 
Then comes the selection of men for 
the new national army from the mil- 
lions who registered Juno B. 


The president calls upon "unmar- 


ried men between the ages of IS and 
40 years who have no dependents and 
who are not engaged in pursuits vit- 
ally necessary to the prosecution of 
the war." 


Tlila means that those between'tho 


ages of IS and 21 and thirty-one and 
forty as well as the recent registrants 
will bo given an opportunity for Im- 
mediate training and the prospects of 
early active service. The urgency of 
filling tho ranks of the regular army 
is emphasized by army of fleers, who' 
declare It will be necessary within six 
months to take many of the regulars 
as instructors for the new Selective 
army.

EVERY STEP IS

Men Will Go Into the Wheels 


Only by Number, With 


No Identity. 


Washington, June 23.—Regulations 


for drafting the new regular army, 
now awaiting President "Wilson's ap- 
proval, contain 
provision for every 


step in the great undertaking, except 
the actual method of the draft itself. 
No official announcement has been 
made and official confirmation is be- 
ing withheld, but It has been stated 
and generally is accepted here as true, 
that the federal government itself will 
do the 
drafting, 
probably here in 


Washington, so there will be no op- 
portunity for local favoritism, politi- 
cal or otherwise. 


As the regulations stand now, every 


registered man has a number. Tho 
numbers will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington and the drawing will be entire- 
ly by number. 
The identity of the 


numbered men will be unknown to 
those in charge of the draft machin- 
ery and can be established only by 
comparing a number with a printed 
list in the man's home district- 


As the numbers are drawn, they will 


be telegraphed to the home districts, 
where the registered men will learn if 
they have 
been 
drafted. Then tho 


question of exemption will come uj> 
and this will 
go 
before the local 


boards. If a man is exempted, tho 
man bearing the' number which was 
drawn next In order will take his place 
and so on. In this way all those avail- 
able for service out of the ten million 
who registered will be made ready for

NOW PUT IT WAY OVER. 


To the world America gave the submarine 


and the aeroplane. Germany has taken the 
one and carried it to such development as to 
make it the major instrument of her fright- 
fulness and solitary hope of the triumph her 
stupendous ambition for world dominion. 
France and Great Britain have taken the oth- 
er and advanced it to an importance that in- 
vests the main reliance of the free nations of 
the earth against the mad designs of Prus- 
sianism to extirpate democracy. 


To America, whence came these tremendous 


weapons of modern warfare, the free world 
looks" with hope and the German imperialists 
•with fear for the sign that answer to the ono 
•nd the supreme development of the other arc 
to be vouchsafed. The submarine Frankcn- 
itein, of American genius may not be destroy- 
ed by the inventive talent that created it, but 
there is no question as to the development of 
the airplane power of the allies by American 
aid. That is a question of money only—of 
money and the superlative energy to employ 
it. The money can be furnished by congress, 
if congress can be spurned to action, and 
American manufactories can produce the fly- 
ing machines by thousands. 


All the great military authorities here and 


abroad are agreed that the battleground of 
democratic victory lies in the blue fields of the 
sky. The creation without delay of mighty 
aerial fleets of planes by tens of thousands 
will give America and her allies the means of 
an-early and decisive victory over the armies 
of the central powers and at the same time— 
as Admiral Robert E. Peary asserts—afford 
the most effectual weapon that can be devised 
for dealing with the submarine menace. The 
allies have been and are yet superior in the 
air. That supremacy should not only not be 
lost but should be infinitely advanced. It is 
in the power of the Urr*ed States to do this. 
A billion dollars and the establishment of 
schools for the training of a mighty corps of 
airmen make up the answers to the problem. 


A billion dollars is much money. Yet it is 


no great sum to put into this war. 
Already 


•we have provided for expenditures of seven 
billions. The seventh part of that will be a 
trifle compared with the tremendous results 
the highest military authorities agree will 
come from the employment of such a sum in 
the creation of great aerial fleets and the 
training of men for war in the skies. If a bil 
lion dollars or five billion dollars put into air- 
planes and air fighters will win Jhis war that 
is the way to use one billion or five billions. 


Victory in the air means a stupendous sal- 


vage of men on the ground. It means a short- 
ening of the war, the saving of vast treasure, 
the more complete establishment of a peace 
In which the world may feel itself secure. 


It is up to the congress of the United States. 


How long will congress feel under compulsion 
to debate it? How much time will the subtle 
war strategists of house and senate conside 
they should fairly require to pick this military 
scheme to pieces and fashion it anew? 


No one can say. It will be long enough, we 


all know. 


This is the last full day of the Red Cross 


mercy drive. There will be all of Sunday, of 
course, and giving without waiting to be so- 
licited will be a performance well comporting 
with all the righteousness of the day. At noon 
on Monday the campaign will be brought to 
a close. 


Fort "Wayne has now so closely proximatcd 


the apportionment made for her that the end 
of this day ought to see that goal attained. 
But there is no reason to abate the labor of 
getting or to slack in the duty of giving. It 
will be a good thing to say of ourselves and 
to have it said of us by others that Fort "Wayne 
was one of the cities which didn't like the lim- 
it and boosted it. Eighty thousand dollars is 
a good deal of money to pick up in this city 
in which during the past year or two a great 
many hundreds of thousands have been given 
freely to one cause or another. But the Bed 
Cross claim in this emergency comes with a 
forco and persistence that only money can 
answer. 


Many cities already have oversubscribed 


their allotments of the Red Cross fund. Let 
it be noted that among these is the Indiana 
city of Gary, that American Babel whose pop 
ulation comes from all the earth. If the alien 
born of Gary can make such response to the 
Red Cross appeal, Fort "Wayne's population, 
for tho most part native born, will hardly in- 
vite comparisons by doing less. 
"We do not 


believe the native-born citizen will be inclined 
to set up defenses about his money of any 
such sort as that the alien in Gary has more 
ind better reasons to come to the aid of his 
adopted country than others have to support 
heir own natural mother. 


It will be a fine thing to put Fort Wayne's 


subscription way over and make it the city's 
claim to a place in the high roll of honor. 
There has been and there will be no stronger 
appeal for generosity and patriotism than 
this call from the Red Cross unless it should 
be another like it.

(By Rem. A. Johnston.) 


Pacifism appears to have gotten In 


bad. 
For many months It has been 


the dumping ground of tho combined 
and concentrated slag and filth of the 
nation. When tho melting pot bubbled 
over the edges the mesa ran down Into 
the cool green meadows of pacifism 
and was absorbed—but tho meadows 
suffered. 
All tho intelligent slackers 


(If a slacker may t>o considered in- 
telligent) ran Dell moll for cover, 
urged on by tho cowardice that alms 
at tho protection of tho individual 
and personal hide at any cost to the 
welfare of the whole. 


The slackers were followed In their 


race to safety by tho anarchists. And 
the anarchists were followed by all tho 
thieves and beggars and traitors of all 
the parties In the nation. 
Men who 


did not care to fight that liberty might 
be forever established In the world— 
men whose only Idea of democracy 
was the selfish interest that democ- 
racy cared nothing for the protection 
of womanhood, and who would wit- 
ness without objection the violation of 
a vestal virgin—leaped for the protec- 
tion of pacifism. 


Then, just about this time, the art-

The great thing needed In pacifism 


was tho sense of unity. And without 
the sense of unity no proposed princi- 
ple In science, religion, or state, can 
ever be made safe for tho service of 
humanity. It In only tho sense of unity 
that will enable any force, abstract or 
practical, to niako itself felt In the 
world. 
The old Platonic idea that 


there Is no strong dividing line between 
vice and clrtuo except quantity wnw a 
good one. 
Undeveloped virtue is a 


vice; virtue in excess Is also a vice. 
Tho golden mean between tho two is 
virtue 'and safety. 
Take a common 


illustration—cowardice on one side, 
and recklessness on tho other. Cour- 
age is tho exact mean between the two. 
Everything in excess is wrong, whether 
In defect or In surplusage; perfect 
equilibrium alone in virtue. And the 
sense of unity in paclfllsm was neces- 
sary to save that principle for the use 
of the nation. There was no one wise 
enough among all the wise pacifists to 
do this—preserve tho sense of poetic 
(and practical) unity. 


Now, out of this thought arises an- 


other. Were the true and loyal pacif- 
ists merely catspaws to the main 
offenders who used tho principle to 
bring reproach upon the nation and to 
confuse the minds of tho average citi- 
zen? Partially is this so. Undoubtedly 
there were many who would have re- 
fused at the first to say that peace 
and non-resistance is always a virtue. 
Probably there were many who would 


most urgent need of. 
While other

The result was obvious and natural. 


Even pacifism, as an abstract principle 
working in the direction of concrete 
and practical results, could be so 
crippled and injured that the great 
mass of its adherents were blinded 
and bewildered to that extent that no 
free action in respect to the dictates 
of simple reason was possible. 


Pacifism could be defiled—armies of 


insane 
men could use a perfectly 


noble principle for the purpose of In- 
dividual selfishness. 
Treason could 


flourish under an instance that invok- 
ed peace at any price. Men standing 
high in the world's councils; men of 
intelligence beyond the common; lead- 
ers In thought who had always been 
recognized for clarity of conception 
and sure vision suddenly began the 
advocacy 
of 
pacific 
ideas 
which 


proved that they were either poorly in- 
formed as to international possibilities, 
or utterly unable to advise upon the 
subject of national defense. Men who 
had had every opportunity to know of 
the duplicity of nations across the 
ocean; men who had lived In close 
touch with the world's greatest diplo- 
mats had no wiser knowledge of the 
needs and posslblities 
our country than the

So pacifism must learn by a rather 


bitter lesson that there Is a time to 
use the scourge, and that when that 
time arrives the music of the chautau- 
qua groves must be still. Not doubting 
the excellent purposes of many of the 
leaders of the movement, we must still 
consider them foplish at a time when 
the world hart every reason to expect 
them to be able to live up to their 
highest possibilities.

Carl W. Ackerman Analyzes the Situation and Shows How German People are Hoodwinked by 


Democratic Propaganda While Imperial Government Is "On the Fence," Refusing to State 
Terms. By Winning War, Big Interests Will Annex Belgium. Continuance of Power of 
Present Government Will Block All Peace Moves. 


By CARL W. ACKERMAN. 


Every big shop in Berlin has a map 


of Europe in the show window. Peo- 
ple look at these maps every day. They 
are proud of them. They show the 
German armies "far in enemy terri- 
tory." Most of Belgium, eight pro- 
vinces of northern France, Poland and 
a section of Russia, Rumania, Servia, 
Montenegro and Albania are occupied 
by German troops. Austria-Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Turkey are designated, 
also, as being under the imperial Ger- 
man general staff. Vienna, Sofia and 
Constantinople can do nothing mili- 
tarily or politically without the kaiser's 
authority. 
Fast trains run hourly 


from Lille, France, to Warsaw and 
Wilna. Russia. 
Twice a week the 


Balkanzug goes from Berlin to the 
Forte and returns. 
' 


The map of Germany, which we 


studied in school. Is not the chart of 
Germany today. 
Deutschland has 


grown. Germany today Is a military 
organization stretching from Helgo- 
land to the Dardanelles and from the 
Hindenburg line in the west to the 
front from Riga bay to the Black 
iea. 


"Germany has been 
victorious!" 


That is tho verdict of nearly every 
Geroan. "The war is won. We must 
hold out" 
That is what they say In 


the land of our enemy. And. If you 
take Issue with them. If you point out 
that they have lost their colonies, their 
world trade, their international stand- 
Ing as a nation and a race, they shrug 
their shoulders and reply: 
"We will get all that back when the 


war Is over." 
But should you ask them -what they 


are going to do with the territory they 
occupy, you touch the national war 
nerve. That is tho Issue which di- 
vides German public opinion. That 
Is the imperial 
conundrum. Ger- 


many, as a nation and as a people, 
does not know what will be done with 
the conquered territory. 
President'Wilson stated on April 2 


that we are officially at war with the 
Imperial German government, but it 
1* obvious that we cannot defeat the 
kaiser without fighting Gorman sol- 
diers. When .our troops leave tho 
trenche* in France, they will encoun- 
ter, bayonet to bayonet, the kaiser's 
lubjects. Then we shall be at war, 
unofficially but actually, with the Ger- 
man people. For all practical military 
purposes 
the 
American 
people, 


through the army, will be attacking 
the German people through von Hin- 
denburg's army. At the very begin- 
ning, this will be a people's war. We 
will be fighting some' of these people 
who stand before the shop windows of 
Berlin and count conquered territory 
as a gambler counts his chips. The 
new map of Germany shows that it 
pays to fight. 
Confusion as to Causes of War. 
Traveling through some parts of the 


United States since my return from 
Germany. I find many people asking 
whether it is possible for us to flght 
the kaiser. Some Americans, and they 
are not all hyphenated, especially in 
the middle west, believe the kaiser is

Imperial Government Satisfied Both 


Sides. 


Liberalism and autocracy have been 


mobilizing their forces in Germany for 
nearly two years. The first great clash 
amo last December, when the soclal- 
sts demanded peace; when the mill- 
arista clamored for unrestricted sub- 
marine war. The government satisfied 
both by making a sham peace pro- 
,osal first, and then by declaring a 
ubmarine blockade zone about allied 
oasts. Next to peace tho people 
wanted U-boat war because they be- 
lieved It would HASTEN peace. 


Recently there was another period 


of social unrest, and tho government 
lad to compromise by permitting the 
relchstag to appoint a committee to 
revise the constitution. Herr Philip 
Scheidemann, leader of the majority 
socialist party, was named chairman. 
Che socialists will be satisfied for a 
time to fiddle with constitutional re- 
orm while the nation burns, but there 
Will be other periods of popular dis- 
content as the war goes on and as our 
strength develops. The emperor has 
promised election reforms after tho 
war, knowing that, if he loses, he will 
lave to keep his promises, but that, 
.f he wins, it will not be necessary to 
do so. Meanwhile flirtations with Rus- 
sia with a separate peace possibility 
make the people believe the "ultimate 
victory," they have been promised, is 
nearing. 


I stated at the beginning that this 


was a. war between peoples as far as 
military operations are concerned. But 
It is more than that. It Is a flght be- 
tween informed, free citizens of great 
democracies and misinformed subjects 
of a powerful military organization 
From time to time the Germans have 
had visions of their government's de- 
ceit, but the officials, through an in- 
human censorship, mold political opin 
ion at will. The censorship is a cure- 
all for political discontent. 
Late las 


December Consul von Haeften, one 0' 
the directors of the food propaganda 
department, called 
together neutra 


correspondents in Berlin and Informed 
them that he had prepared statement 
about food 
conditions in . Germany 


which he .believed would Interest them 
Then, he added, these were -written 
for the German press, and that thus 
should not lie followed literally, if tele 
graphed to foreign countries, becaus 
"naturally we. have to make the bes 
possible statement for our own peo 
pie " That .is the way tho govern 
ment leads the public. What a tre 
mendous contrast with the reports In 
our own newspapers about food short 
age and the danger of an Internationa 
allied famine. 


When I departed from Germany 


few months ago, the people were talk 
ing about peace. They said they wer 
praying for peace. They said they wer 
fighting for peace. I recall going int 
a grocery one evening in February an 


expressing my surprise when the old ] 
woman in charge told 
me she had 


nothing but oranges, lemons, cooking 
apples, spinach, a black root, which is 
now eaten as a vegetable, and c^ows. 
(Crows were for sale all through the 
winter for meat) 


People Wont Peace. 


"Wann kommt 
die Frlede?" she 


asked resignedly. 


That is what all the people ask. 


"When will we have peace?" But one 
does not hear this question among 
army officers. In the navy, at the for- 
eign office or In the great Industrial 
centers- Men, whoso business it is to 
flght: merchants, whose dally life is 
to make money out of war, do not 
think about peace, excpt a "German 
peace." On Germany's part, this is a 
war of Big Business and the Kaiser. 
Throughout Belgium, Germany's big 
Industrial leaders have confiscated 
factories, building lots, stores, farms, 
mines and everything 
else, hoping 


that, when peace comes, they can re- 
tain them. 
In Brussels, a friend of 


the kaiser has built a large newspaper 
plant with the expectation of starting 
a German newspaper there after the 
war. He knows there must bo a trum- 
pet to popularize the conqueror If he 
Is to Bt»y. 


German shipping interests have 


heir eyes 
on Antwerp. Belgium 


eans nothing to them without this 
ort. German overseas commerce can 
ardly be rebuilt without this harbor, 
crmany will never be able again to 
ireaton England's trade and world 
osltion without a permanent hold on 
he Belgian coast. The future power 
f the imperial government, as a mili- 
tary organization too, depends upon 
Belgium. That is the reason no neu- 
ral country before the United States 
roke diplomatic relations could ob- 
.ln a statement from the German gov- 
rnment that It did not expect Belgian 
nnexatlon, Belgian 
subjugation or 


ome form of Belgian occupation. As 
ong as the kaiser holds this country, 
o will not talk of peace without some 
orm of dominion over Belgium. 


But the German people do- not know 


his. The government gives the 1m- 
iression to the socialists that it is op- 
iosed to annexation, but the Pan-Gor- 
nans know that if they win the war, 
hey can annex at will, despite the peo- 
ple, neutrals and 
the whole world, 


flight makes annexation possible. 


Scheldemann and the people are op- 


tosed to annexation. They are flght- 
ng to compel the kaiser to state, 
hrough the chancellor, what his at- 
itude is, because the kaiser is supreme 
n war and peace under the present 
constitution. 
But every 
time 
the 


iberals and socialists marshal their 
orces in the reichstag, or whenever 
hey demand a discussion "of peace 
crms in the press, the general staff 
objects. 
Germany Is under martial 


aw, which means that peace aims 


cannot be discussed if they are likely 
to Injure military operations. And a 
free debate might cripple von Hin- 
denburg'* plans 
because tho people 


might refuse to fight to conquer. The 
chancellor cannot discuss precise term* 
because he knows that, if he an- 
nounces aims to suit the public, be 
will antagonize the .wealthy and In- 
fluential supporters of the monarchy. 
If he states that ho favor* Belgian 
annexation or Belgian occupation, he 
will be criticised by the people, and 
they must be kept 
satisfied at all 


costs. 


' The German people today are sup- 


porting Field Marshal von Htndenburg 
because they believe he is waging a 
"defensive war." Our allies have not 
been successful in'convincing the Ger- 
man people otherwise. Had the Ger- 
man government really desired peace 
last December. I believe the allies 
would have made peace, but only on 
the condition that Germany wa* not 
the conqueror. When serious-minded 
Germans demand the retention of any 
part of Belgium, they are acting a« 
conquerors, but, as lone as they oc- 
cupy Belgium, they will fool and act 
as victors. They will deport women 
and children. They will 
confiscate 


and destroy property. They will on- 
slave the subjects. Brussels will be a 
conquered capital at the mercy of the 
military government until it Is recap- 
tured or until the German people ar« 
made to realize that they are fighting 
! 


—not to defend tho country, but to 
make the kaiser a conquering hero. 
The emperor is not ambitious to be 
plain William of Germany. He wants 
to be Wllliclm tho Konqucnsr of thin 
generation. 


A year ago (June 21) the Frank - 


forter Zeitung printed In two leading 
columns, on 
page one, 
an article 


headed, "Antwerp and German Eco- 
nomics," by Herr Ulrich Rauscher. 
This newspaper is the most Influential 
one within the central powers. It Is 
Independent in politics during the war. 
It is not a propagandist for any gov- 
ernmental 
department or 
political 


clique. It is a serious journal which 
expresses the thought and aspirations 
of the business world. In this article, 
which I brought to the United States 
with me, Herr Rauscher states that 
Antwerp must be retained by Germany 
because "for importing and exporting 
it is necessary, but, above all, as a 
basis for our merchant marine." The 
author adds that Antwerp must be 
considered the "eastern outlet" for 
German industries and that "future 
necessities must he secured now"— 
during the war. He points out that, 
next to Rotterdam (which the Ger- 
mans can't get in this war), Antwerp 
Is the most important port on the con- 
tinent. It is the natural outlet for in 
dustries along the Rhine. 
The Rhine valley is Germany's com- 


mercial artery. Its future means the 


future of German foreign trade. Big 
Business 
in 
Cologne, Dusseldorf, 


Mannheim. Muelhelm, Hamborn and 
Frankfort realize that when the war 
is over, if they have to send their ex- 
ports to Hamburg and Bremen, they 
will not be able to compete with the 
rest of the world any more than they 
could before the war. and that did not 
satisfy. 
But. if they can have Ant- 


werp, the future of their International 
trade is secure. Rauscher 
presents 


figures to show that, if Germany can 
retain this city, 
her manufactured 


goods can be shipped cheaper to the 
United States and South America and 
other ports of the world than if they 
are sent from German ports. 
werp is a business proposition. 


Ant- 
It is 


in the kaiser's hands, and It must re- 
main there. 


prepare to Control Antwerp. 


Last October, I toured tho Rhino 


valley. In addition to submarine war. 
the two things business leaders dis- 
cussed were the Invasion of Belgium 
and the possibilities of annexation. Re- 
garding the invasion, they said that, 
If they had not seized and conquered 
Belgium at tho eglnnlng that France 
might have invaded the Rhino valley 
and crippled Germany. Without the 
Rhine, the German war machine 
would be 
like an 
engine without 


steam. For the future the same argu- 
ment holds true, they said. If com- 
mercial Germany does not control Ant- 
werp. It Is lost. Cold-blooded war 
business demands It Since the win- 
ter of 1915, German soldiers have been 
employed at Antwerp to rebuild de- 
stroyed docks and to raise sunken 
ships. A new bridge has been built 
over the Scheldt. The kaiser and the 
army have used their soldiers to pre- 
pare this city for their future occupa- 
tion. They have tried to make it Ger- 
man. 
Hamburg and Bremen 
ship 


companies have extended their docks 
and selected the best ship building 
sites. Harbor property has been con- 
fiscated. Antwerp has been made 
ready for German commercial war. 


If the kaiser can end present hostili- 


ties with Antwerp and Constantinople 
under his heel Germany will be the 
greatest power In tho eaestern hemis- 
phere. But. if the emperor had to 
announce that he did not expect to 
keep Antwerp, the business interests, 
which manufacture wra 
materials 


would refuse further support unless 
they saw that the Teutonic cause was 
utterly lost. If he states, that he will 
annex Antwerp and a part of Belgium, 
the people will become restive. So he 
says nothing. He makes the people 
believe they are fighting to defend 
.Germany. He continues the war be- 
lievlnff that if he is strong enough to 
win he can annex all of Belgium and 
France if he desires. 
"We have won the wai;," he can tell 


the people. "We must have securities. 


So much German blood was sacrificed 
in Belgium that that country must 
pay." 


And. if the United States and the 


allies are not stronger than the kaiser, 
the German people may not complain. 
Meanwhile, the imperial government 
secures its hold on Constantinople and 
Hungary knowing that. If all annexa- 
tion east and west must be abandoned, 
Constantinople will be a German port 
and Hungary will be a rich field for 
industrial development 


We are at war to "make democracy 


safe," but democratic people will not 
be safe as long as the ruler of a Euro- 
pean government can hoodwink his 
soldiers into a war of conquest under 
the guise of a "defennlve war." 
As 


long as Emperor William Is In the 
position where ho can gamble German 
lives to pay German business, the rest 
of the world In not safe. As long as 
twelve million soldiers will kill their 
neighbors at one, man's command, no 
nation is secure. As long as the Ger- 
man people support the emperor In 
this kind of war, tho longer the war 
will last. As long as those soldiers do 
not realize they are fighting and dying 
to make tho imperial government con- 
quer Europe and to make Big Business 
bigger, they are not different from the 
kaiser.

was unneutral, that President Wilson 
was a belligerent in spirit, if not in 
action. But, on two Instances, I saw 
evidence that the German government 
did not practice what it preached by 
its anti-American propaganda. After 
the German invasion of Poland, I was 
invited, together with other 
cor- 


respondents, to go to the front near 
Wllna. At the former big fortress of 
Kovno, the German officers "lectured" 
us about "American arms and ammu- 
nition," • but, as the correspondents 
made the rounds of the forts they 
found one thousand three hundred 
pieces of artillery and four hundred 
machine guns. With the exception of

Certainly the German and Austrian 


governments knew that all ammuni- 
tion shipped into Rumania would be 
used against the central powers If Ru- 
mania ever declared war on the side 
of the allies. Some of this ammuni- 
tion was used by the Rumanians in 
their attempt to halt the German in- 
vasion, but the imperial German gov- 
ernment did not tell the German peo- 
ple or the Teutonic soldiers that am- 
munition made in Germany was be- 
ing used by the enemy to kill Ger- 
mans. It was always explained that 
the ammunition the allies used was 
made by America. This was one of 
ihe ways the German government de- 
ceived the people. 


At various times during the war, the

government 
has 
stated 


through tho chancellor that any na- 
tion which did not read the handwrit- 
ing on the wall of democracy, would 
be 
doomed- 
Those phrases have 


sounded well to the German people, 
but every time the people, through 
their representatives in the reichstag, 
have demanded constitutional changes 
or election reforms the government 
has replied: 


"Wait until the war ends!" Th« 


government knows, if It can prevent 
democracy In Germany during the 
war, it will not be necessary to haw 
democracy after war. It the kaiser 
wins, because, as the ruler of central 
Europe, he will be able to dominate 
not only that nation, but the whole 
•world. 
The Propaganda of Democratic Bluff. 


Today the German government is 


maneuvering to give the impression 
to the outside world that it favors 
liberalism in Germany. The kaiser 
and his ministers know that, if they 
can give this Impression to the peo- 
ple of the entente countries, and es- 
pecially to the Americans, they mar 
be tempted to make peace. Maxi- 
milian Harden, editor of Die Zukunft, 
is permitted to write his liberal ar- 
ticles, the socialists are permitted to 
talk election reforms, the North Ger- 
man Gazette, the official foreign office 
newspaper, prints "peace feeler*" with 
the object of dividing the allies. The 
government wants the world to believe 
now that It is becoming liberal It is 
conducting a propaganda of demo- 
cratic bluff at the present time. Tho 
socialists are permitted to go to Stock- 
holm to talk peace terms. Austria- 
Hungary and Turkey are permitted to 
voice their agreement with the Rus- 
sian proposal of "no annexation and 
no Indemnities." But the Imperial 
German government never states what 
It will do with Belgium. It 
never 


states whether it will evacuate and 
pay for damages in northern Franco 
and Belgium. 
It does 
not 
stato 


whether it will give up the territory It 
holds In Poland and Russia. The Ger- 
man government wants to place the 
blame for annexation on the entente, 
hoping to trap the entente and' th« 
United States In a peace conference 
where It expects to sow seeds of dis- 
content. 


All through the war the world hai 


learned that the German govrnment, 
as It Is constituted, today cannot b< 
trusted to keep a treaty or a promise. 
And, it cannot be trusted today in its 
sham liberalism. If the people in tho 
allied and American states permit 
themselves to be tricked by Germany's 
propaganda of democracy, they will 
meet a crushing defeat and Germany 
will dominate the world. 


The Real Peace Snag. 


The real peace obstacle Is tho Ger- 


man military organization. The pcvict 
snaft Is the present system of German 
government which gives tho katoef 
complete authority In war and peace. 


None of the nations, leagued against 


the central powers today, can afford 
to think about peace until there Is a 
responsible people's 
government In 


Germany. There must be a thorough 
"house cleaning." The German peo- 
ple must be given to understand that 
they cannot have peace until they 
rule. Their government is outlawed. 
It cannot be trusted In war. It cer- 
tainly must not be trusted in peace. 
A peace treaty signed with the pres- 
ent system 
of Imperial government 


which permits Prussia to dominate 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Turkey will be as valueless as tha 
treaty not to violate the neutrality of 
Belgium. It would be kept by the 
imperial German government as long 
as Germany respected the promises in 
the Sussex case. Such a peace would 
be only another "scrap of paper." 


The United States and the allies are 


In the war to make democracy safe, 
and, 
as soon as possible, they must 


give the German people to understand 
that peace will not be made, that the 
war will not end until the peace snag 
—the present government—is 
up- 


rooted and discarded. 


The present system of German gov- 


ernment will be changed, the kaiser 
will be overthrown. In one of two 
ways. Either a long war ending with 
a crushing defeat on the battlefield of 
the German forces will do it, or, the 
German people will bring It about. 
The German people today have the 
greatest opportunity of the war to 
take the government into their own 
hands; to make reforms during the 
war which will be lasting and secure. 
They can make Germany a republic, 
as George Ledebour, the reichstag 
socialist, hinted a few days ago. If 
they do they will make Germany a 
democracy, and, when 
Germany la 


a few large Russian ship guns, every 
piece of artillery and every machine 
gun used in thc-dcfcnso of Kovno was 
manufactured in GERMANY. 


When Krupp sold these war sup- 


plies to Russia, the German govern- 
ment knew that they would be used 
against German soldiers because there 
wa« no other power which could at- 
tack Russia from this direction, ex- 
cept Germany. But It was never ex- 
plained to the German people that 
their fathers, brothers, and relatives 
were -being killed in Russia by ar- 
tillery "Made in Germany," 


Last December I spent three weeks 


free, then the United States and the 
allies can discuss, seriously, terms of 
peace. 
If the German people do not tak« 


the affairs of state 
into their .own 


hands, then the allies will continue 
the war until Wilhelm tho Ipnquerer 
Is overthrown and defeated. 
If It 


takes three years more to drive tha 
German army out of France, we must 
do it. If we have tho bitter determi- 
nation to stay in the war until this is 
accomplished, we will establish a de- 
mocracy in Germany and make de- 
mocracy safe throughout the world. 
Then we shall overthrow the Hohen-

Hope Hospital Staff Issues 


Statement in Answer to 


Trustees. 


For the purpose of explaining: their 


side of the story in the dissension in 
the Hope hospital organization, the 
staff has issued the following signed 
statement: 


"We. the undersigned members of 


the former staff of Hope hospital, feel 
that we owe to the public, who have so 
generously labored and so freely given 
to the end that Hope hospital might 
fulfill its full duty to the community, 
a frank statement of their position. 


"The staff of Hope hospital was 


created by the board of trustees. The 
board alone has the power to make ad- 
ditions to the start or cause removals 
therefrom and they alone hav« the 
power to formulate rules governing the 
conduct and relations of the staff. They 
(the board) alone have the authority 
to refuse the privileges of the hospital 
to any one. Upon two or three occa- 
sions on the recommendation of the 
staff, the board of trustees has barred 
from the hospital unfit doctors and the 
support which the board gave the staff 
on those occasions was entirely com- 
mendable and praiseworthy. 


"The superintendent of the hospital 


Is also appointed by tho board and Is 
responsible to It. It Is at once tho 
privilege and the duty of the board of 
trustees to correct any dereliction on 
the part of the staff, or any member 
thereof, or on the part of tho superin- 
tendent. Tho assumption of hte board 
that the staff was run by or In tho in- 
terest of a clique Is absolutely false and 
unfounded. 
The Insinuation that the 


interests of the staff were mercenary is 
also entirely untrue. By Issuing such 
statements tho board. In view of Its 
powers and dutlos as above Indicated, 
convicts Itself. Tho stall has always 
been ready and eager to add to its 
membership any worthy physician who 
desired to join It. When an employer 
discharges an employe he 
usually 


grants the employe the courtesy of an 
explanation as tn the cause of his dis- 
charge. 
No such courtesy was ex- 


tended to us by the board of Hope hos- 
pital. Finally, we feel that further co- 
operation with the present board in 
their proposed plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of Hope hospital would entail an 
association with men and an adoption 
of methods not in keeping with the dig- 
nity and honor of the profession and 
antagonistic to the public good.

For ten weeks crowds have been 


streaming to the upper end of New 
York city to hear Billy Sunday. The 
campaign just closed is not only Billy 
Sunday's biggest campaign, but the 
biggest campaign of its kind in the 
world. 
Never have so many people 


during the same length of time heard 
the same preacher. 


There were about 100,000 trail hit- 


ters during the ten weeks, or an aver- 
age of about 1.500 each day. This is 
Billy's top-notch record. 


The 
expenses 
of 
the 
meeting 


amounted to $160.000. 


It would not be fair to estimate the 


value of this campaign upon a math- 
ematical basis but there 
arc 
some 


pretty definite things that may be said 
about it. 


In the first place, while Sunday 


preached to bigger crowds in New 
York city than anywhere else. New 
York as a whole was not touched by 
his preaching—in the sense that • he 
really affected the lives of the great 
mass of people. 
And he never got 


within a thousand miles of the Great 
White Way. 


Bigger delegations came to the big 


tabernacle and no doubt that when 
4,000 people came from a single es- 
tablishment there were many "con- 
verted" among them and lots of them 
hit the trail but New York Isn't talk- 
Ing about the great "revival" that 
came to town. 


Mo«t of the trail hitters were church 


people. 
In fact the great mas* of 


Billy's Audiences were already mem- 
bers of the church. 


And yet the workers who conducted 


meeting* lit shops and factories, in 
department stores and on the streets 


spoke to hundreds of thousands of 
men and women who never came to 
tho tabernacle and who were never- 
theless "converted." 


I talked with many of the ministers 


In the city who ha\~e been close to the 
meetings and sympathetic toward them 


and In general It is their judgment 
that the biggest thing that has come 
to New York, as a result of the Billy 
Sunday campaign is the • enthusiasm 
that the meetings have put into large 
numbers of their members who have 
heretofore been altogether indifferent 
to the work of the church. 


While no single church in New 


York received large numbers of new 
members on account of the campaign, 
few churches failed to receive some 
benefit from the spirit or service that 
was generated In the meetings. 
Big 


Men's Bible classes have come out of 
the movement. 
Prayer meetings in 


homes have been conducted by the 
thousands, many of which will no 
doubt be continued. 


It would not be too much to say that 


by far the greatest blessing came to the 
unconverted through this "outside" 
work—that Is, the work done quite in- 
dependent of the tabernacle meetings 
and before Billy Sunday reached New 
York. And yet the tabernacle meet- 
Ings have put punch and pep into the 
permanent work of the churches. 


Another really important contribu- 


tion made by Billy Sunday has been his 
nightly patriotic appeals for enlist- 
ment in the army and navy and for the 
purchase of liberty bonds. This was 
unquestionably 
his most Important 


contribution to the life of New York 
aside from 
the 
personal good that 


came to a considerable number of In- 
dividuals on account of his preaching. 


In Billy's parting message he put 


the whole thing up to the churches of 
New York, practically telling them 
that It now depends upon them as to 
whether his New York campaign is 
worth while.

Even Germany, with her age- 
long traditions of beer drinking, has 
reduced the beer output three-fifths. 


In times of peace great stress has 


been laid upon the claim that the 
liquor traffic "gives employment *o 
labor." About 289.000 wage and sal- 
ary earners depend upon the indus- 
try. Even in time of peace such waste 
of man power is bad economy. 
In 


time of war it is inexcusable. 
The 


labor is sorely needed in the army or 
navy, to replace soldiers and sailors 
in industry, and to make food and 
munitions. Would it not seem ridicu- 
lous to draft man power to the farm 
from other useful industries, them- 
selves 
suffering 
a 
labor shortage, 


while the liquor industry Is merrily 
wasting the work of 289,000 men? 


War prohibition would now result in 


great hardship to the distilling and 
brewing Interests. 
A recent circular 


issued by the 
Distillery Securities 


corporation of 
New York indicates 


that the demand for explosives for tho 
war, and the commercial uses for al- 
cohol will tax the capacity of all the 
distilleries. In fact we now need, for 
our military preparations, to put the 
full resources of distilleries to use In 
the manufacture of Industrial alcohol. 
Each pound of smokeless powder re- 
quires two pounds of alcohol In Its 
manufacture. Some big guns need for 
each shot as much alcohol as Is con- 
tained In a couple of barrels of 
whisky, and a score of barrels of beer. 
The stocks of spirits in bond should 
all be denatured and used for powder 
making, fuel or other military pur- 
poses. 
The breweries can probably 


alno find a way to bo useful, c. g.. In 
producing food stuffs and other neces- 
sities, and providing cold storage. 


But the time-honored and most ef- 


fective argument for the liquor traffic 
Is that It makes large contributions to 
the revenues of the nation, state nnd 
city. 
At -first 
blush 
tho war mny 


seem, to those 
unfamiliar wth the 


principles Involved or with experi- 
ence abroad, to Increase the force of 
this argument. Tho war Increases the 
need of revenue, but the government's 
revenue comes out of the national 
dividend of produced goods and tho 
liquor traffic does not add to but, on 
the contrary, 
subtracts 
from that 


dividend. 
This national dividend Is 


now about forty billion dollars a year, 
of which two billions are wasted in 
liquor. 
If saloons were closed the 


two billions would bo set free for 
something else, some useful articles 
of consumption. Whatever these arti- 
cles might be, they could. If desired, 
bear tho tax now borne by the liquor 
which they would replace. In short, 
prohibition would not reduce the vol- 
ume of taxable goods, but It would 
simply substitute 
other 
goods than 


liquor—such, for Instance, as 
soft 


drinks, candy, 
foods 
and clothing, 


which otherwise would never have 
been produced at all.

Always breathe fresh air. eat nourish- 
ing food, drink plenty of water, make 
sure that everything you put in your 
mouth Is clean, exercise every day In 
the open air. keep your shoulders 
straight and take ten deep breaths 
every day.

Traffic acddente are on the In- 


crease In spite of Safety First cam- 
paigns. The death toll from automo- 
biles, street cars and steam railroads 
Is mounting rapidly. 


The accident rate for the working 


class of tho country also went up dur- 
ing 1916. 
ThlR condition Is contrary 


to tho recent tendency toward a re- 
duction In tho fatal accident rate and 
may possibly be duo to the Increased 
activity In Industry and to speeding up 
processes Introduced as a result of the 
war. 


Figures compiled by one of the large 


life Insurance companies from 9.000.- 
000 whlto lives Insured In Its Industrial 
department showed that the accident 
rate for the working class Increased 
fivo points por 100,000 over the year 
before In 1910. 


The mortality from automobile acci- 


dents showed by far tho largest In- 
crease, accldonts of this kind being re- 
sponslblo for three-fifths of the In- 
crease. In 1916 there were 79B auto- 
mobile accidents among policy holders 
as compared with 486 the year before. 
This was an Increase from B.7 per 100.- 
000 to S.8. 


Street cars claimed 237 victims In 


1916 as against 192 the year before 
and railroads killed 865 as compared 
with 622 In 1915. Accidental deaths 
from vehicles other than automobiles,' 
street cars and steam railroads had 
slightly less mortality In 1916 than In 
1915. 


There was an Increase in the mor- 


tality from machinery accidents and 
from 
burns. 
Accidental drowning 


showed a decrease In tho rate.

and cheaper foods. In uetnt; meat so 
M to extend ttm n>r«r it mar be 
irosmd aad oranMnsd with rice, bread 
cranbs. etc., to ftnn croquettes: made 


into pies with relatively large quan- 
tities of pastry; cooked with dump- 
lings; served in the same dish with 
gravy and starchy foods, such as spa- 
ghetti or rice; ground and used with 
bread crumbs or other materials, as a 
stuffing for vegetables, such as toma- 
toes and green peppers; or cut thin 
and wrapped around a stuffing of 
bread crumbs, rice, vegetables, etc.

ECONOMICAL USES OF MEAT 


Meat ia One of the More Expense Items in the Fowl Bill of the Ordinary 


Family, and for This Season It Is Important That It Be Bought 


and Used to the Bert Feasible Advantage. 


The methods by which economy in 


f9» home may be effected vary with 
*»• conditions surrounding each fam- 
VS. with the amount of personal su- 
pervision given by the housewife to 
the preparation of food, with her skill. 
With market conditions, and with the 
willingness of the members ol the 
wunily to eat dishes other than those 
— often especially expensive — for 
•which they have a special liking. 


Many persons eat over-abundantly 


of meat. In such cases It should be 
possible, if the incentive is great 
enough, to reduce expenditure for 
meat by reducing the amount pur- 
chased/ A possibility for economizing 
Is to purchase cheaper cuts and to 
compensate for any toughness and 
fees desirable flavor by preparing 
them more carefully* for the table. 
Economy often may be achieved by 
VtUtelng the meat more completely. 
Including the trimmings and bone*, 
and left-overs. 


In purchasing the cheaper, and 


Often tougher cote of meats instead 
ofthe choicer cuts, a housewife is 
losing little. If any, nutriment, pro- 
vided, of coarse, the proportion of 
bone to meat is BO greater than in 
the more costly kinds. She rather is 
sacrificing only texture or flavor or 
ease of preparation for the sake of 
eheapneBB; and, if she wishes to pro- 
duce dishes as palatable as those made 
from expensive meats, must expend 
More care on preparing, flavoring and 
cooking. If the cheaper steaks are 
pvjrchaeed. for example, a degree of 
tenderness may be imparted to them 
by the well-known method of pound- 
lag the meat. The juices and flavors 
of such steaks will be retained more 
satisfactorily if flour Is sprinkled over 
then daring the beating process and 
•o worked into the fibres on the sur- 
face. 


Another common method of ntnts- 


tng the toucher meats Is to grind 
them and form the*a into halls which 
Bar be broiled like steak.

lands are much more productive than 
they were. There is no great mystery 
connected with the care of the farm 
flock, but there is more1 to do than to 
purchase a flock and turn them out to 
shift for themselves without proper at- 
tention and shelter, if one expects to

fence, but if you have a good, three- 
strand barb-wire fence, such as every 
one should have who keeps cattle and 
desires to be on good terms with his 
neighbor, all that is needed is two or 
-three additional wires at the bottom, 
and you have a good sheep fence. I 
have several miles of this kind of 
fence, some of which has been in use 
fifteen years and has answered every 
purpose. 
Some say fear of dogs and 


wolves prevent them from keeping 
sheep. There are plenty of worthless 
curs in my locality and some coyotes.

but In fifteen years I have lost by 
coyotes one old owe, and one lamb. I 
have lost none by dogs. Corrall your 
sheep while lambs are young and keep 
plenty of bells on the flock. You have 
all seen a dog lie down and howl at 
the ringing of a bell. It hurts his feel- 
ings somehow, probably his nervous 
system, and his relative the coyote l« 
affected in the same way. The class of 
sheep formerly kept to a large extent 
In the West were not of a mutton 
typo, and were kept primarily for

purpose ID the flock until the most 
profitable days were passed. 
Small 


wonder when it reached market its 
carcass met with little favor and sold 
for little money. However, your mod- 
ern, well-bred, well-fed mutton lamb 
will be as large at a few months of 
age as the former ever grew, and the 
quality of its meat is as much super- 
ior to that of the former as that of 
your modern, well-bred beef steer ex- 
cels that of the old-fashioned long- 
horned Texas cow. 


The result is we have a good market 


for mutton which is increasing at 
prices that are very profitable to the 
producer. With lambs selling at a very 
good price on the market, an ewe that 
will produce a lamb that will weigh 
80 to 100 pounds at weaning, and an- 
nually a fleece that will sell for sev- 
eral dollars pays a good profit on her 
keeping. If you purchase a few good 
ewes, the best 
matronly looking 


grades you can get, and breed them to 
the best pure-bred rams you can pur- 
chase, of one of the mutton breeds 
that your prefer, you can raise a class 
of lambs that should be better than 
their dams, and sell well on the mar- 
kets. 
By selecting the best of our 


ewe lambs each year and breeding to 
a first-class ram each year, you can 
soon build up a flock that will please 
your eyo and strengthen your bank 
account. Tour ram is one-half the 
flock, and In case your ewes are 
grades he is more than a half, when 
it comes to giving form and quality 
to a flock. Never use a grade ram on 
any kinds of ewes. If you want to Im- 
prove your flock. Any of the mutton 
breeds are good. Select the breed you 
like best but be sure to get a good 
individual to head your flock.

sheep are large and shear a good 
fleece. They are 
prolific breeders. 


The lambs are large enough at wean- 
ins-tlmo to sell on the market with 
plenty of weight. 
I have sold my 


Iambs In June and had them average 
nearly eighty pounds and In August 
average ninety-eight pounds. 
This 


without a single one being cut out 
My lambs are usually dropped the last 
of February until April, with a few 
sometimes In May. When grass falls 
in the fall I begin feeding corn fodder 
in the fields at some distance from the 
shed, continuing to do so all winter 
unless tbe winter is too stormy, thus 
giving the ewes plenty of exercise, 
which will cause stronger lambs to bo 
dropped. At night I aim to have some 
clover or alfalfa bay In th« deep racks. 
As winter approaches I feed some 
grain at night continuing to do so 
until grass gets well started In the 
spring, when the ewes are shorn and 
turned into the pasture. 


Both Varieties of Beans—String and Lima—Grow Very Bapidly and An 


Easy to Cultivate—They Bring Good Prices as They Are Among the 


Most Desirable Vegetables That the Home Gardener Can Raisev 


Beans thrive best in a rather warm 


sandy loam, but may be grown on al- 
most any kind of soil. For tbe best 
results the soil should not be too rich 
in nitrogenous matter, or the plants 
will run to foliage and steins at the 
expense of the crop of pods. Heavy 
clay soils are not well adapted to bean 
culture, owing to the tendency of the 
soil to bake and prevent the seedlings 
from coming up evenly. The beau 
does not draw heavily upon the soil 
and is suitable for rotation with other 
garden crops. 


Beans will not wltstand frost, and 


the first plantings In the spring are 
frequently lost in this manner. It is 
very little trouble, however, to make 
a planting of beans, and the first 
planting should be made as soon as 
the ground is reasonably warm; this 
to be followed by a second and a 
third planting at intervals of about a 
week or ten days. It sometimes hap- 
pens that the first planting will be 
killed by frost and that the second 
will come through the ground Imme- 
diately after the frost and mature sev- 
eral days ahead of those planted to 
replace the ones that were killed. 


There are several classes of edible 


beans, including both climbing and 
.bush sorts, all of which are valuable 
as foods and of great commercial im- 
portance. The various types and va- 
rieties of beans are too numerous for 
discussion here, and a few cultural 
hints only will be given. 


In the cultivation of beans, the gen- 


eral rules for the care of garden crops 
should be adhered to. and frequent 
shallow stirring of the soil practiced. 
For a constant supply of bunch or 
snap beans successive plantings should 
be made, the final planting being made 
about eight weeks before time for 
frost in tbe autumn. In the South, 
plantings should be made as soon as 
the ground begins to warm, and con- 
tinue until hot weather sets In. To- 
ward the end of summer one or two 
plantings should be made for a fall 
?rop. 


For the production of bunch dry 


beans, such as Red Kidney. White 
Kidney, or White Marrow, plantings 
may be made almost any time during 
the first half of the summer. This 
class of bean is generally planted as 
late as possible to have the crop ripen 
Just before early frost in the'autumn. 
Bunch beans are generally planted in 
rows 30 inches apart, and the plants 
allowed to stand singly S or 4 Inches 


they require a pole or some similar 
support Plant the seed during the 
early summer. Several varieties of 
climbing bean may be planted in unr 
cornfield and allowed to climb upon 
tbe hills of corn. The old-fashioned 
corn bean belongs to this type. 


The Lima bean, both pole and bush, 


forms one of the most desirable prod- 
ucts of the garden. This crop thrive* 
best when the soil Is quite rich; in fact, 
good Lima beans can not be grown 
In poor soil. 
They should not be 


planted until the soil becomes thor- 
oughly warm. Place the seed in hills, 
8 or 10 to the hill, and after the 
plants become established thin to 4 or 
5. The hills should be 4 or 5 feet 
apart for the pole varieties and 2 or 3 
feet apart for the dwarf or bunch va- 
rieties. It Is a good plan to make up 
toe hill with a little additional ma- 
nure well mixed with the soil. Cover 
tbe beans about 1% Inches, placing 
them with the eye downward.

TOE MOTHER HEN IN A COOP 


Loss of CMetjs By Kxnossjre Largaly Prevented By Coaflain* the Hen. 


It Is not good poultry management 


to allow the mother hen to range un- 
restricted with her chicks. With such 
freedom the hen frequently takes h«r 
brood through wet grass and, as a re- 
sult some are chined and die. espec- 
ially tbe weaker ones which are likely 
to be left behind. The toss of young 
chicks which follows seen a practice 
Is large and mainly preventable. Fur- 
Iheremore. the food which a brood 
allowed to range with the hen obtains 
goes very largely to keep np the heat 
of the body and the chicks do not 
make as good growth as they other- 
wise would. 


Chick losses of this nature can be 


largely prevented by shutting the hen 
In a coop. Any style of coop which 
is dry, ventilated, and can be closed 
at night to protect the brood against 
cats, rats, and other animals, and 
which, while confining the hen, will 
allow the chicks to pass In and out 
freely after they are a few days old. 
will be satisfactory. The hen should 
bo confined until the chicks are 
weaned, though a small yard may bo 
attached to the coop, If desired, to al- 
low the hen to exercise. The fence 
can b« raised from the ground far 
enough to allow the chicks to go in 
or oat, but not high enough for the 
hen to escape. 
By using a coop the 


Chicks can flnd shelter and warmth 
Under the hen at any time and the 
weaklings, after a few days, may de- 
velop Into strong, healthy chicks. . 


Where chicks are raised with hens, 


they are likely to become infested 
with Mce. If the llco get very nu- 


merous, they greatly retard the chicks' 
growth' aad may even cause their 
death. The hen should be powdered 
thoroughly with some good Insect 
powder before she Is put In the coop 
with the chicks, and at Intervals of 
several days or a week thereafter. 
The baby chicks should be examined 
for lice, particularly on the head, 
under the wings and about the vent 
If any are found, a little grease, such 
as lard.,should be rubbed on in those 
places. Apply grease moderately, as 
too much will Injure the chicks. Tho 
chicks should be examined frequently 
and the treatment repeated If lice are 
found on them. 


The maturity of fowls hatched late 


can be greatly Increased if the mother 
hens are confined until -the chicks are 
weaned. In this way feed that is fur- 
nished the chicks produces growth, 
instead of energy to follow the mother. 
Extra precautions should be taken in 
the late spring and early summer to 
keep~ the young birds free from llca 
and disease, both of which cause thou- 
sands to die every year.

The stomach of the 


lamb and even the sheep, is quite as 
susceptible to danger from this source 
as Is that of the shepherd. We often 
see flocks on fairly good pastures, that 
ought to 66 well so far as feed is 
concerned, showing a lack of thrift and 
a general dullness for which there 
seems to be, at first thought no ap- 
parent reason. Very often an exam- 
ination of the wator supply will reveal 
the cause.

Many Serious Animal aad Insect Enemies Can Be Checked By Pomona, 


While we h«r« consider onJbr the sirs 


in the dairy herd, the same considera- 
tion given him will apply -to elres for 
the improvement of the quality and 
productiveness of any of our breeds 
of l!vo stock. 


There seems to be a general apathy 


or Indifference on. the part of many 
farnierg a* to the quality and Individ, 
uallry of tho sires that they use with 
which to Increase their flocks and 
herds. 
Little attention is paid to the blood 


lines of the Individual animal used as 
a sire; and, when I nay blood lines I 
do not simply moan a tabulated pedi- 
gree showing a long line of pure-bred 
nothingness, but I mean blood lines 
h.oiidei down through a long line of 
^••romim* ancestry. 


All our improved breeds of stock 


are artificial products; the products of 
environment nnd man's genius. 


It is not the nature of any .cow to 


produce tho large quantities of milk 
which tho modern dairy cow does, and 
to keep It up for months; her natural 
duty is to give sufficient milk to nour- 
ish her young for a few months each 
year. 
It is not the original nature for the

away from our food. 


Health protection makes it essen- 


tial to banish ' flies. Keep all food 
covered or at least screened from 
these carriers of deadly disease and 
filth. 
Destroy flies by every passible 


means.

while they are apparently fixed in 
type and characteristics, there is noth- 
ing stable without tho ever-guiding 
hand of man. The powor of atavism, 
that over-present tendency to revert 
to some remote ancestral trait 1* 
liable to crop out at any time; and, 
if animals are left to themselves, retro- 
gression would be fast and furlqus, 
and the good work of generations of 
progressive breeders woulw soon be 
lost sight of.

CARE: OF TIN ROOFS. 


The tin work on a house does not an 


s. rule receive the careful attention it 
should, and generally, because of lack 
of proper care, requires early renewal. 
Tin guttering should be thoroughly 
painted with first-class roof paint 
every two or three years, as should all 
other tin work about the premises. 
The work should be done by men who 
understand how to properly apply 
paint. Poor paint is as bad as none at 
all, as it often starts a chemical re- 
action, which is more destructive than 
total exposure. It is poor economy to 
overlook or neglect such matters, to 
use cheap materials or to hire incom- 
petent workmen, as an imaginary 
saving of twenty per cent often means

Treating the seed with cool tar will 


usually repel attacks of birds and. in 
some cases, thoso of burrowing rod- 
ents. A teaepoohful of tar is enough 
for a peck of corn. Mix the tar with 
a quart of boiling water. After the 
mixture has cooled somewhat but is 
still hot, stir in tho corn until every 
grain la coated, and then spread it out 
to dry before planting- Corn may be 
Immersed several minutes in moder- 
ately hot water without affecting ger- 
mination. The tar treatment docs not 
repel mice or ground squirrels. 


Destruction 
of corn by ground 


squirrels, 
prairie-dogs,

phers, or mice is best prevented by 
poisoning the. animals a few days be- 
fore tho corn is planted. Strychnine 
is the best poison in all cases, but to 
obtain satisfactory results a special 
formula is needed for preparing the 
poison for each kind of animal. Such 
formulas have been worked out by 
the Bureau ef Biological Survey of the 
Department of Agriculture, and spe- 
cial instructions will be furnished 
npon application. Paris green and 
strychnine are poisons and should not 
bo placed where children or domestic 
animals can get them.
